The Minutes of the last Annual General Meeting were read and 
adopted. 


The Accounts and Report, printed and in the hands of Members, 
were taken as read. 


REPORT OF COUNCIL. 


Tue Counci. or THE SurReEY ARCHXOLOGICAL Society has 
pleasure in submitting this, its Fifty-sixth Annual Report, together 
with the Cash Account of the Society and the Statement of Assets 
and Liabilities up to December 31st, 1910. 


Tue Annuat Excursion took place on Thursday, July 7th, when 
over 120 Members and friends visited Oxted, Limpsfield, Tatstield and 
Titsey. The Council is glad to take this opportunity of expressing its 
thanks to ali who helped on this occasion or who extended hospitality 
to the Society. 


During the year the ANNUAL VoLumeE (Vol. XXIII) was issued 
for the year 1909: it contains valuable papers by Mr. George Clinch, 
F.S.A.Seot.; Mr. G. C. Druee; Mr. C. H. Jenkinson, B.A., F.S.A. ; 
Mr. P. M. Johnston, F.S.A.; Mr. H. E. Malden, M.A.; Mr. William 
Martin, F.S.A.; Mr. R. A. Roberts ; Mr. W. P. D. Stebbing, F.G.S.;

take this oceasion to urge upon all Members the necessity of com- 
municating as early as possible, to the Editors of the Surrey Archeo- 
logical Collections, notes wpon any find of Archeological interest 
made in or connected with the County. The revision of the promised 
General Index to the Society's first twenty volumes, alluded to in the 
last Report, still proceeds ; though, of necessity, it proceeds slowly. 
It is hoped, however, that it may be ready for the press at, or soon 


after, the end of the present year. 


The suecessful issue of the labours—again a matter alluded to in 
the last report—of the Joint Committee of this Society and the Town 
Council of Guildford, appointed to control the work upon the new 
Mvsevm, needs hardly be emphasised in the Report presented to a 
Meeting held in the new buildings themselves. The Council has to 
record once more its appreciation of the generous assistance given 
by Mr. Alderman Smallpeice. It has also to offer sincere thanks to 
Mr. G. Charles Leveson-Gower for the loan to this Seciety of his 
valuable collection of antiquities, mostly from the Roman villa and 
mediwval church at Titsey. It may here be recorded—though the 
matter is not strietly within the cognisance of this Report—that the 
new buildings were duly opened upon February 15th, 1911: upon 
which oceasion his Worship the Mayor of Guildford took formal 


possession of the Museum on behalf of the town and Corporation. 


The Council has communicated during the past year with various 
persons and bodies upon matters touching the archeological interests 
of the County: and, in particular, has endeavoured to institute in 
Surrey an arrangement, similar to that now obtaining in Sussex, by 
which ecelesiastical authorities may accept, in matters of archeological 
moment, the assistance of a committee of expert members of the 
Archeological Society of the County ; but unfortunately without 


success, 


Although not occurring within the period covered by this Report, 
the death on February 3rd last, at the ripe age of 91, of Mr. William 
Page Ivatts, the late Collector of this Society, may be here recorded. 
Mr. Ivatts held that office from the Society’s foundation in 18654, 
until its removal from Danes Inn in 1898: and his familiar figure at 
the Society’s Meetings will be well remembered by older Members. 


In conclusion, the Council wishes to refer with great gratitude to 
the services given to this Society by Mr. Montague S. Giuseppi, F.S.A. 
Owing to pressure of other work, Mr. Giuseppi finds himself unable

this year to offer himself for re-election to the position of Honorary 
Secretary—an office which he has held for fourteen years to the very 
great advantage of the Society. 


The Council has the pleasure of proposing that Mr. Alderman 
Smallpeice he elected a Vice-President of the Society ; also of pro- 
posing that Mr. Giuseppi, in recognition of his distinguished services 
to the Society, be asked by it to accept a life-membership.

An account of the Proceedings at Tor Twenty-seconp CoNnGREss 
OF ARCHEOLOGICAL SOCIETIES IN Union with the Society of Anti- 
quaries is issued with the present volume. 


Tue AnnuaL Excursion was held on Thursday, July 13th, 1911, 
the party assembling at Guildford Station. Driving thence the Mem- 
bers first visited Great Tangley Manor, thrown open to them by the 
kindness of Colonel Edmund Hegan Kennard, V.D., F.R.G.S., who 
gave a short address. From Tangley they went to Wonersh, the ehureh 
there being deseribed from notes kindly furnished by Sir Charles 
Nicholson, Bart., and procecling from Wonersh vida 
Shamley Green, stopped at Farley Heath for a short description of 
the Roman remains there by Mr. Malden. Lunch was taken at Shere.

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RULES. 


I.—The Society shall be called Tue Surrey £OLOGICAL 
SOCIETY. 


I11.—The objects of this Society shall be— 


1. To collect and publish the best information on the Ancient 
Arts and Monuments of the County; including Primeval An- 
tiquities; Architecture, Civil, Eeclesiastical, and Military; 
Sculpture; Paintings on Walls, Wood, or Glass; Civil History 
and Antiquities, comprising Maners, Manorial Rights, Privileges, 
and Customs; Heraldry and Genealogy ; Costume, Numismatics ; 
Ecclesiastical History and Endowments, and Charitable Founda- 
tions, Records, &e.; and all other matters comprised under the 
head of Archeology. 


2. To procure careful observations and preservation of antiquities 
discovered in the progress of works, such as Railways, Founda- 
tions of Buildings, &e. 


3. To encourage individuals or public bodies in making 
researches and excavations, and afford them suggestions and 
co-operation. 


4. To oppose and prevent, as far as may be practicable, any 
injuries with which Monuments of every description may, from 
time to time, be threatened; and to collect accurate drawings, 
plans, and descriptions thereof. 


I1].—The subjects of all communications received, together with 
the names of the authors, shall be registered in a book kept for the 
purpose by the Honorary Secretary, which book shall be open to the 
inspection of the Members of the Society. 


1V.—The Society shall consist of Members and Honorary Members. 


V.—Each Member shall pay an Annual Subscription of Ten 
Shillings, to be due on the Ist of January in each year, in advance, 
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and an Entrance Fee of Ten Shillings, or £8* in lien thereof, as a 
composition for life. 


VI—AI! payments to be made to the Treasurer, to the account of 
the Society, at such Banking-house in the Metropolis as the Society 
may direct; and no cheque shall be drawa except by order of the 
Council; and every cheque shall be signed by two Members thereof 
and the Honorary Secretary, 


VIL.—The Subscriptions of Members shall entitle them to one copy 
of all publications issued by direction of the Couneil during their 
Membership; and no publication shall be issued to Members whose 
Subscriptions are in arrear. Members whose subscriptions are upwards 
of three years in arrear, shall, after due notice, be removed from the 
List of Members. 


VIIL.—Every person desirous of being adiitted a Member must be 
proposed agreeably to the form annexed to these Rules:t and this 
form must be subscribed by him and by a Member of the Society, 
and addressed to the Honorary Secretary, to be submitted to the 
Council, who will ballot for his election,—one black ball in five to 
exclude. 


IX.—Ladies desirous of becoming Members will be expected to con- 
form to Rule VIII, so far as relates to their nomination, but will be 
admitted without ballot. 


X.—Persons eminent for their works or scientific acquirements shall 
be eligible to be associated to the Society as Honorary Members, and 
be elected at a General Meeting: and no persou shall be nominated to 
this class without the sanction of the Council. 


X1.—The Lord-Lieutenant of the County, all Members of the House 
of Peers residing in, or who are Landed Proprietors in the County ; 
also all Members of the House of Commons representing the County 
or its Boroughs; the High Sheriff of the County for the time being, 
and such other persons as the Council may determine, shall be invite | 
to become Vice-Presidents, if Members of the Society. 


XII.—The affairs of the Society shall be conducted by a Counei 
of Management, to consist of a President. Viee-Presidents, a Treasurer, 
an Honorary Secretary, and Twenty-four Members, eight of whom shall

go out annually, by rotation, but be eligible for re-eleetion. Three 
Members of the Council (exclusive of the Honorary Secretary) shall 
form a quorum. 


XTI.—An Annual General Meeting shall be held in the month of 
March or April,* at such time and places as the Council shall 
appoint, to receive and consider the Report of the Council on the state 
of the Society, and to elect the Officers for the ensuing twelve months. 


XIV.—There shall be also such other General Meetings in each 
year for the reading of papers and other business, to be held at sueh 
times and places as the Council may direct. 


XV.—The Council may at any time call a Special General Meeting, 
and they shall at all times be bound to do so on the written requisition 
of Ten Members, specifying the nature of the business to be transacted. 
Notice of the time and place of such Meeting shall be sent to the 
Members at least fourteen days previously, mentioning the subjeet to 
be brought forward ; and no other subject shall be discussed at such 
Meeting. 


XVI.—The Council shall meet for the transaction of business con- 
nected with the management of the Society once at least in every 
month; that is to say, on the second Thursday in each month, or on 
such other days as the Council shall from time to time direct. 


XVII.—At every Meeting of the Society, or of the Council, the 
resolutions of the majority present shall be binding, and at such Meet- 
ings the Chairman shall have a casting vote, independently of his vote 
as a Member of the Society or of the Council, as the case may be. 


XVIII.—The Council shall be empowered to appoint Local Secre- 
taries in such places in the County as may appear desirable. 


XIX.—Honorary Members and Local Seeretaries shall have all the 
privileges of Members except that of voting. 


XX.—The whole etfeets and property of the Society shall be under 
the control and management of the Council, who shall be at liberty to 
purchase books, casts, or other articles, or to exchange or dispose of 
duplicates thereof. 


XXI.—The Council shall have the power of publishing such papers 
and engravings as may be deemed worthy of being printed, together

XXII.—The sum of five pounds out of the composition of each 
Life Member, and so much of the surplus of the income as the Council 
may direct (after providing for the current expenses, printing the 
Annual Volume, &e.), shall be invested in Government Securities,* as 
the Council may deem most expedient; the interest only to be avail- 
able for the current disbursements ; and no portion shall be withdrawn 
without the sanction of a General Meeting. 


XXIII—Two Members shall be annually appointed to audit the 
accounts of the Society, and to report thereon at the Annual General 
Meeting. 


XXIV.—No religious or political discussions shall be permitted at 
Meetings of the Society, nor topies of a similar nature admitted in the 


Society’s publications. 


XXV.—No change shall be made in the Rules of the Society except 
at a Special General Meeting.

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BY-LAWS 


ORDERED BY THE COUNCIL 
FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE LIBRARY. 


February 15th, 1899. 


1.—The Library shall be open for the use of Members daily, with 
the exception of Sundays and the usual general holidays. 


2.—Members whose Annual Subseriptions shall not be more than 
three months in arrear may borrow out of the Library any 
number of printed volumes not exceeding three, and may 
exchange any such volumes as often as they please, provided 
they do not have more than three volumes in their possession 
at any one time. 


3.—Every application for the loan of books shall be made in writing 
to the Librarian at the Castle Arch, who will leave the 
volumes at the Library to be called for by the borrower or by 
some person authorized by him in writing. 


4.—A Library Delivery Book shall be kept, in which shall be 
entered the title of every book borrowed, the name of the 
borrower, and the time of borrowing. Members shall give a 
signed receipt for each book borrowed, which receipt shall be 
placed in the Delivery Book, and cancelled on the return of 
the said book. 


5.—No book lent out of the Library shall be retained for a longer 
period than two months. 


6.—Members borrowing any book from the Library shall be 
respousible to the Society for its safety and good condition 
from the time of its leaving the Library to its return ; and 
in the case of loss or damage, he shall replace the same or 
make it good. 


7.—Persons not being Members of the Society may be admitted to 
the Library to consult printed books, on the introduction in 
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writing of 2 Member, who shall be responsible for the care 
and safety of any books so consulted by the person he 
introduces. 


8.—Every book taken from the shelves by a Member or person 
introduced by a Member, must be returned to the place from 
which it was removed. 


9.—Persons not being Members of the Society may on occasion be 
allowed to borrow books of the Society, but only with the 
special permission of the Council. 


10.—Folios, and such other volumes as the Council shall from time 


to time decide, may not be removed from the premises of the 
Society.

EDITORIAL NOTE. 


Ww regret that the promised lists of Deeds in the 

Society’s possession are not quite sufticiently 
advanced to enable us to publish them in this number. 

The Editing of the General Index to the first twenty 
volumes of these Co//ec/ions is now nearing completion. 
It is proposed to publish it as one volume in the series, 
and the Society will probably publish two volumes in 
the forthcoming year: that is to say, that it is hoped to 
issue an ordinary volume of Collections in April next and 
to produce the General Index as soon after December, 
1913, as the accounts for the year can be made up. 

The compilation of this Index makes it possible to 
consider as a whole the information so far contributed 
by this Society to the common stock of Antiquarian 
knowledge. Also the Society is publishing this year a 
General Schedule of Surrey Antiquities (a matter re- 
ferred to in the last Report of the Council). Both these 
facts render it desirable to make some inquiry into the 
gaps in our knowledge which remain to be filled. The 
Schedule gives an outline—a general summary—of the 
County’s archzeological possessions and opportunities: it 
also suggests lines along which more detailed particular 
summaries are still required of Surrey’s contributions 
to particular departments of archzeological interest. At 
the same time the conspectus furnished by the Index of 
the numerous excellent, but isolated, papers which have 
been published upon various subjects shows that in some 
directions much is yet to be done in the way of an 
ordered survey of the different divisions of research and 
of the results so far accomplished in them; and offers 
great assistance in the planning of such work.

EDITORIAL 


NOTE. 


It will be noticed, in this connection, that we publish 
in the present volume the first instalment of a complete 
Hand-list of Surrey Brasses by Mr. Stephenson. It is 
hoped to begin in the next number an equally detailed 
treatment of Surrey place-names and maps; and, in a 
later one, of Surrey monuments and effigies other than 
brasses. 

Of course much of this detailed treatment of particu- 
lar subjects as a whole has already been accomplished. 
Ecclesiastical architecture in Surrey, for instance, can 
hardly be considered now to need more than occasional 
handling; though a bibliography might be useful: 
Surrey domestic architecture has been dealt with in 
such works as Mr. Nevill’s Old Coftayes aud Domestic 
Architecture... .: he Society itself has produced an 
exhaustive work on Church plate. Again, the Society is 
already accumulating a collection of Churchyard inserip- 
tions (a subject dealt with elsewhere in this volume) : 
and this year there has been begun, under the care of 
Dr. Gardner, the collection at Guildford of a carefully 
classified list of bronze-age “ finds” in Surrey. 

Turning to the subject of Records we note that these 
Collections have produced already comprehensive work 
(or first instalments of such work), upon Surrey Fines, 
upon ‘Church Goods” at the time of the Reformation, 
upon Surrey Wills in the Registers of the Prerogative 
Court of Canterbury and so forth. What still remains 
to be done in this province, in the way of publication of 
transcripts or abstracts from whole series of Records is 
terribly large in amount; and may perhaps, some time, 
form the subject of care for a special Records Society. 

But even if the larger Records be excluded from our 
present purview the slightest examination will show a 
great number of subjects susceptible of, and requiring, 
such detailed yet comprehensive treatment as has here 
been suggested—Surrey Pictures, Surrey Worthies, 
Surrey Flints. .... And it is hoped—without ceas- 
ing the publication of more detached pieces of work, 
or in any way depreciating their value—to initiate 
gradually many such surveys. 
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SURREY CHANTRIES.

HE natural result of the suppression of the monas- 
teries was the dissolving of the chantries, colleges, 
free-chapels, brotherhoods, and hospitals. Parliament 
passed an Act (37 Hen. VIII, c. 4) transferring them to 
the Crown, the ostensible reason being ‘“. .. . the 
excedinge greate and inestimable charges, costes and 
expenses which your Majestie hathe had and susteyned 
and dayly doeth susteyne, as well for the mayntenaunce 
of theis present warres against the relmes of Fraunce 
and Scotlande .... as also for the mayntenaunce of 
your most roiall estate honor dignitye and estimacon 
which all your saide lovinge subjectes of naturell duty 
ben bounde to conserve and increase by all suche wayes 
and meanes as they can devise.” Thus the aim of 
Parliament was to transfer that which had been devoted 
to spiritual work to mere secular objects. 

In February of the same year the king appointed 
Commissioners, who were directed to make a survey of 
all the chantries, &c., certifying their possessions and 
revenues, and what had been dissolved or otherwise 
disposed of since the fourth of February of the 27th of 
his reign. 

On comparing the wording of the Commission with 
that of the Act of Parliament, one cannot help thinking 
that the chantries would not have suffered so severely 
under Henry VIII as they did in the following reign. 
It appears, that at least for Surrey, the Commission was 
not generally acted upon: for the only return to it that 
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exists is one giving the value of the Chapel of St. Mary 
Magdalene in Kingston;' unless the Return’ showing 
the value of certain chantries and colleges, to which no 
date is attached, can also be included. 

On 28th January, 1547, however, Henry VIII died 
and was succeeded by his son Edw ard VI; and one of 
the first acts of the new king’s Parliament [1 Edw. VI, 
c. 14] was to direct that all colleges, chantries, &e., 
should be vested in the king. Archbishop Cranmer 
and several of the bishops voted against this measure. 
Burnet® says that Cranmer endeavoured to have it 
postponed till the king became of age, in the hope 
that the money deriv ed from the chantries might then 
be given to the relief of the parochial clergy. The 
Commissioners were duly appointed, and a letter under 
the signet, signed by Somerset, was sent to them urging 
them to be expeditious.' 

It should be noted that in one copy of the Commission 
ten Commissioners are named, whilst in another copy 
there are twelve, and in one of the certificates there are 
no less than thirteen. They were not permitted to do 
their work in a haphazard manner, for minute instruc- 
tions were issued to them ;° and the county was divided 
among them, each, as a rule, being in charge of a 
hundred.’ 

The number of parishes accounted for is sixty-one. 
There are two certificates, one by William Goodwy nne, 
the other (a much fuller one) ‘signed by four of the 

Yommissioners. On comparing them, one notices 
discrepancies in the values. 

The following Returns are transcribed from the 
originals in the Public Record Office and from copies 
preserved in the Collection of Loseley MSS. in the 
possession of Lieut. and Mrs. More-Molyneux MeCowen ;

ADDINGTON. 


I. Effigy of Thomas Hatteelyfi, esq., 1540, in armour, 
Joot inscription and shield of arms. On floor of 
chancel. 


Thomas Hatteclyff, esq., one of the four masters of 
the household to Henry VIII, is represented in armour 
standing on a grassy mound, bareheaded, with long hair 
and with bare hands. His armour consists of a collar of 
mail, a globular breastplate strengthened by demi-plac- 
cates, shoulder pieces, similar in shape, with straight 
upright guards, brassarts, vambraces and small elbow 
pieces, alike in size and shape. Below the breastplate 
is a short skirt of taces, the hinges of which are clearly 
shown, a long skirt of mail, over which and fastened to 
the lowermost tace are two tuiles, the thighs and shins 
are protected by the usual plates and the knee-pieces are 
of small size with plates behind. The feet are cased in 
broad round-toed sabbatons with gussets of mail at the 
insteps and rowel spurs screwed into the heels. There 
is no sword belt, the sword and dagger being suspended 
from the lowermost tace by means of cords. 
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The inscription at the feet of the effigy is in three 
lines in black letter and is reversed, it reads thus:

Above the e neh is a shield of arms bear ing—Quar terly, 
I and IV. (Az.), three quatrefoils 3 and 1, (arg.), 
for Hatteclyff. IL and TLL. (.lz.), (ro bars (or), over all 
a lion rampant (gu.), also for ilattecly ff, impaling Quar- 
terly, Land LV. (Or), on « chevron three lions rampant 
(arg.), for Leigh. IL and III. (.lz.), on « chief indented 
(arg.) three mullets (sa.), for Payne. 

The effigy measures 25} inches in height, the i inscrip- 
tion plate ~ is 28 by 3 inches and the shield 63 by 6 
inches. The brass is still in its original slab. which 
measures 80 by 34 inches and is now on the floor on 
the south side of the chancel without the rails. Aubrey 
(II, 57) notes it “Sas near the communion table.” The 
brass is reproduced in Sweetman’s Genealogical 
Memoir of the extinet Jamily of Leigh of Ae idington, 
privately printed, 1887, p. 7, and the effigy only in 
(. Clinch’s Old English Churches, 210. 

Thomas Hatteclyff, who died, as the inscription 
states, 30 August, 1540, married Anne, eldest daughter 
of John and Isabel Leigh (No. IL). In his will (P.C.C., 
16 Alenger) dated 28 August, 1540, proved 13 Novem- 
ber following, he mentions his sons Thomas and Richard, 
his daughters Elizabeth, Edith and Isabel, and appoints 
his brother-in-law Nicholas Leigh overseer, and his wife 
Anne sole executrix. She was living a widow in 
34 Hen. VIII, as the king on 21 March in that year 
granted her a house, etc., ‘parcel of the manor of Lee.’

Date of 
brass, 1544. Now on floor of chancel, the upper strip 
of the inseription partly covered by a seat. 


An interesting brass, as the parents are in the costume 
of 1503, the date of the death of the husband, whilst the 
children are in that of 1544, the date of the death of the 
wife. The shields and inscription are also of this later 
date, so the brass must have been laid down on the 
death of the wife in 1544. Such a difference in costume 
is unusual: either the engraver must have had _ strict 
instructions on this point, or, what is more likely at this 
period, he made use of some old stock for the two 
principal figures. It must be remembered that at this 
time the brass-makers’ shops were filled with old material, 
the result of the spoliation of the monastic houses. Other 
examples are known at this period of the use of earlier 
figures with later inscriptions. It should also be borne 
in mind that many brasses of this period are palimpsest, 
or engraved on both sides, that is to say, the plain 
or under side of the old brass has been treated as the 
surface on which to cut the new device. Several such 
examples will be noted later. The inscription also con- 
tains an error in the date of the husband’s death as is 
proved by the Inquisition post mortem and by his will. 

The figure of John Leigh, slightly inclined to the 
right, is in civil costume of the time of his death. The 
hair is long and the hands are raised in prayer. The 
doublet is only seen at the neck and wrists as the figure is 
entirely covered by the fur-edged gown with its deep full 
sleeves also edged with fur. The shoes are large and 
round-toed. From his mouth proceeds a scroll inscribed:

(About one-thirteenth full size.) 


IN SURREY. 


ISABEL, 1544. 
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His wife Isabel wears a costuine in vogue at the time 
of her husband’s death. Her figure is slightly inclined 
to the left and her hands are raised in prayer. Her 
head-dress is of the kennel-shaped form with ornamented 
lappets in front, with this is worn a close-fitting gown 
open at the neck with a turned-back collar and with 
tight sleeves terminating in fur cuffs. Round the hips 
is a loose girdle fastened by three large rosettes from 
the lowermost of which hangs a chain ‘finishing with a 
floral ornament. Her shoes are also large and round- 
toed. From her mouth proceeds a scroll inseribed : 


Elluict bultu suu sup’ nos t mis’cat® nei. 


(Uuminet cultum suum supra nos et misercatur nostri.) 


The children engraved on a single plate, two boys 
turned to the right and three girls to the left, are in 
a costume worn at the date of the mother’s death. 
The boys have long hair and wear doublets covered 
by gowns with long false sleeves which have slits for 
the passage of the arms midway between the shoulders 
and the end of the sleeve. The girls wear the ‘ Paris 
hede” or French hood and ample gowns cut low at 
the neck to show the frilled partlet. The gowns which 
are confined round the waist by cords with tasselled 
ends have short full sleeves thus allowing the striped 
sleeves of the underdress to be seen on the forearms. 

The marginal inscription, the top strip of which is 
now covered by the stalls, is in black letter with the 
symbols of the evangelists at the four corners and 
reads thus: 


(St. John) Fe Were licthe Sohn Leigh Esquoer and EFsabell 
hus Vatthew) wote Dowghter of Sohn Warvy of Thiurtey 
in Berfordeshure Esquucr and sole suster of St. George Warvue 
knught whiche Sohn deeesseased the xxiii Dave of (St. Mark) 
Aprill En the vere of owre lorde God an! cecee ix (Ne. Lake) 
And the savd Lsabell vesseased the vit pave of January 
En the vere of Chrustes Encarnacion m! ceece rliiti on whos 
soules E pray god have mercy. 
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The large lozenge above the effigies bears the achieve- 
ment of Leigh. It is set in an ornamental border and 
has the initials |. L. conjoined by a tasselled cord below 
the shield. The shield bears the arms of Leigh—(0r), 
on «a chevron (sa.) three lions rampant (arg.) quartering 
Payne (.lz.), on a chief indented (arg.) three mullets 
(s¢.), with mantling and helmet surmounted by the 
Leigh crest on a mound vert a lion couchant quardant ar Ys 
and at the sides a scroll with the motto EXPECTAMVS 
RESVRREXIONEM. ‘The shield under the man is charged 
with the arms of Leigh as on the achievement impal- 
ing Harvey ((u.), on a bend (ary.) three trefoils slipped 
(ver?.) quartering Niernuit (Sw), «@ lion rampant (arg.) 
within a bordure compony of the first and second. The 
lozenge under the lady bears Harvey as above. 

The effigies are 25 inches in height, the scrolls 
10 by 1, the children & by 6, the large lozenge 
161 by 15}, the shield 8 by 7, the smaller lozenge 
7 2 7, the symbols 4, the m: arginal inscription in- 
cluding the sy ‘mbols 85 by 36 by 13, and the stone 
about 88 by 38 inches. “Aubrey (I, 5) notes the 
brass as in the chancel ‘ton an ancient altar tomb” 
and says ‘the perpendicular stones of this monument 
are as plain as possible, having no other ornament 
except two shields and a lozenge heretofore enrich’d 
with arms but now defaced.” ‘Tis tomb was destroyed 
about 1850 to make room for the monument of Arch- 
bishop Howley and the top slab with the brasses let 
into the floor of the chancel on the north side. The 
figures and shields are engraved in the Surrey Collec- 
lions, VII, 82, 83, and the complete brass in Sweetman, 8. 


John Leigh, the only son of John Leigh by Maud, 
daughter and coheir of Thomas Payne, of Ockley (see 
lost brasses (1)), was a justice ot the quorum and 
sheriff of Surrey in 1486; he died 24 April, but not as the 
inscription states in 1509, but in 1503 as is proved by 
the Inquisition post mortem taken in 19 Hen. VII, which 
states he died 24 April, 18 Hen. VII, that is in 1505. 
His will, preserved at Canterbury (register I’, folio 201), 
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appears also to have been proved in 1503. He married 
Isabel, daughter of John Harvey, esq., of Thurley, co. 
Beds., only sister of Sir George Harvey, and by her had 
two sons, Nicholas, who succeeded him, and Henry, of 
Parham, Sussex, and three daughters, Anne, who married 
Thomas Hatteclyff (No. 1), Dorothy, married to John 
Wise, of Sidenham, nati and a third, name unknown. 
For a full account of the Leighs of Addington see the 
Collections, VII, 77, and Mr. Sweetman’s Memoir. 


Lost Brasses. 


(1). John Leigh, 1479, and wife Maud, 1464, in shrouds, 
with inscription and four shields. 


Aubrey (II, 47), in the north aisle, ‘‘ A large stone, 
whereon are ingraved two figures in brass in their wind- 
ing sheets, in devout and praying postures; over them 
is this inscription: ‘ Hie jacet Johannes Legh et Matilda 
ux. ej. qui dom. Johannes obiit xvii die Decemb. An. 
dni. mcececLxxix, et dom. Matilda obiit xxi die Maii An. 
dni. millimo ccccLxi, quor. animabus propitietur deus 
Amen. At each corner of the stone is a shield with 
these arms. ‘The first is, three lions rampant on a chev- 
ron. The second the same impaled with Party per 
fesse indented as many roundels in chief. The third 
as the second, the fourth as the first.’ The arms are 
Leigh and Payne; in the latter coat the ‘ roundels” 
should be mullets. Manning and Bray (II, 563) quote 
Aubrey, the brass having disappe: ured, 


(2). Emme, daughter of John Legh, 1481, with inseription 
and shield. 


Aubrey (II, 47), “At the foot of the former grave- 
stone lies a Sussex marble, whereon is ingraved a small 
female figure on brass, in a devout posture; and under 
her, on a plate, is inscribed: ‘Hie iacet Emma filia Jo- 
hannis Legh que obiit xxii die Junii An. dni MecccLxxx1 
cujus anime propicietur deus. Amen.’ Underneath is a 
shield with her arms, which is quarterly. First, on a 
chevron three lions rampant. The second, on a fesse 
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a hand sinister. The third as the second, ete.” Lost 
before Manning and Bray wrote. 


(3). Frances, wife of James Lesly, view, 1633, inseription 
and text. 
Aubrey (II, 42), in the north aisle, ‘* Near the font, lies 
a Portland stone, with this inscription i 
IN REFLORESCENDI DIEM & SPEM HAC TERRA TEGITUR 
PRANCISCA 
Uxor Jacont Lesty nesus Vicarit X AUGUSTI

Towards the bottom of the stone is fix’d a small brass 
plate, whereon is the following sentence ingrav’d: 


“T believe with these my Eyes, to my Comfort, 
shortly to see my Redeemer in the Saal of the Livi ing.’ 


Manning and Bray (II, 565) note the inscription but 
tan) 
state ‘‘ verses lost.” 


The original stones have also disappeared, but let 
into the north wall of the south porch is a stone 54 by 
24 inches, bearing an indeut for an inscription plate 
11 by 2 inches. It has been re-used as a ledger stone 
to Irances Elsley. 


ALBURY (Old Church). 


I. Effigy of John Weston, esq., 1440, tv armour, and foot 
inscription, both worn; heud of effigy, dagger, one 
quillon and blade of sword, also an achievement of 
arms above the head lost. On floor of south aisle. 


The head of the figure was in existence in the year 
1837 as is shown by an old rubbing taken in that 
year and now in the collection of the Society of 
Antiquaries of London. From this rubbing the head 
has been restored in the accompanying illustration.

BRASSES IN) SURREY. 

John Weston re- 
presented in complete 
plate armour, standing 
on a mound covered 
with flowering plants 
and topped with a row 
of trefoils. The figure 


is a good example of 
the gradual strength- 


ening of armour by 
the addition of various 
plates. Weston wears a 
globular bascinet with 
pointed apex and cheek 
pieces, the portion over 
the forehead ornamented 
with a row of eight tre- 
foils, a gorget with in- 
vecked edge, shoulder 
pieces of over-lapping 
plates nearly meeting in 
tront of the chest and a 
breast- plate. The de- 
fences of the arms differ, 
the plates on the right or 
sword arm being smaller 
and lighter than those 
of the left or bridle arm. 
The right armpit is de- 
fended by a small and 
peculiar shaped plate 
termed a moton and the 
elbow-piece is small and 
ot different shape to 
that on the left arm. 
The left armpit and 
elbow are defended by 
much larger and heavier 
plates, both of which are 
secured byarming points 
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or small spring pins fitting into staples affixed to the 
armour underneath, the loops ot which passed through 
holes in the centre of the plates. The gauntlets have 
long-peaked cuffs and overlapping plates to protect the 
fingers. ‘To the Jong skirt of taces are strapped two 
large tuiles, the thighs and shins are protected by 
the usual plates, and the knee- -pieces have plates below. 
The feet are encased in pointed sollerets composed of 
overlapping plates and guarded rowel spurs are buckled 
over the insteps. The sword, of which only the handle 
and one quillon now remain, is suspended from a narrow 
belt crossing the taces diagonally. The dagger, which 
stands out almost at a right angle to the body, i is lost. 
The armed figures at Arkesden, Essex, to Richard 
Fox, esq., 1439,' and at Fladbury, Worcestershire, to 
Sir John Throckmorton, i445,° so nearly resemble this 
figure as to warrant the presumption that all three were 
engraved in the same workshop. Below the figure is 
the inscription in two lines in black letter: 


Wic tacet Johes Teston de Tleston Armiger qui obtit xxiii dic 
Nouembris Anno dni {illmo cece? xt cui’ aie p'piciet® de? ame. 


The achievement of arms above the head is lost. It 
consisted of a small shield, placed diagonally, surmounted 
by a helmet and crest, possibly from the cutlion of the 
indent, the wolf’ s head of the Westons. 

The effigy is 56 inches in height, the inscription plate 
20 by 23, ‘and the indent for the achievement about 16 
by S4 inches. The brass, still in its original slab, 69 
by 34 inches, lies on the floor of the south aisle, where 
it was noted by Aubrey (IV, 71) and by Mamning and 
Bray (II, 12 who, however, pe “his sword broken, 
the rest is perfect,” probably meaning the figure perfect, 
as they say nothing about the achieve cement.

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John Weston, of Weston, died 23 November, 1449. 
According to the Visilutions of Surrey, 1530, 1572 and 
1623,’ he married Millicent, daughter of William Car- 
thorpe of Westwood, and left three daughters and co- 
heirs, one of whom, Anne, married Thomas Slyfield of 
Great Bookham. The Inquisition taken on his death ° 
mentions a son, who died without issue, and the three 
daughters. 


Il. Jnseription, with achievement of arms. Anthony Dun- 
combe, 1709. On wall of nave. 

A rectangular plate with small achievement of arms at 
the top. Twelve Latin, twelve English verses and four 
lines of inscription. The plate appears to have been 
engraved in the lifetime of Anthony Duncombe as the 
date of death is filled in by a different hand. Probably 
the Latin verses and the English translation were also 
composed by Duncombe in his lifetime. The verses 
and inscription read thus:

The shield which bears the arms of Duncombe, Per 
chevron engrailed (arg. and gu.) three talbots’ heads erased 
counterchanged, is surrounded by ornate mantling and 
surmounted by the crest, ou/ of w coronet or, a horse's leq 
couped at the thigh su., shoe arg. 

The inscription plate, 154 by 114, is fixed to a slab, 
+1 by 23 inches, ornamented with scroll work in slight 
relief, and is now on the north wall of the nave. Aubrey 
(IV, 76) notes it ‘‘on the north wall of the chancel placed 
very high, because the chancel is designed to be wain- 
scotted by the present Earl of Aylesford.” Manning 
and Bray (II, 130) note it in the same position. The 
chancel was unrooted in the year 1875, when the slab 
was removed into the nave. Anthony Duncombe, the 
youngest son of George Duncombe, of Shalford, by y_ his 
wife Charity, daughter of John Muscott, of London, 
died 17th February, 1709. 
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CASEMENT. 


Inscription. William the third of Weston, 1330. 
On floor of south aisle. 


A marginal inscription in two Latin hexameter verses 
in Lombardie letters, each letter separately inlaid, on a 
slab 75 inches in length by 25 in breadth at the head 
and gradually tapering to 21 inches at the foot. The 
indents still retain much of the pitch used to fasten in the 
brass letters and the slab may be dated to about 1330:

DEPRIOIG: HIG: LAPIS: 


This may be translated, ‘* Raise up, O Christ, William 
the third of Weston to eternal light, whom this stone 
here weighs down.” ‘“ ‘Ternum” seems here to be used 
for ‘‘tertium,” but whether it is to be understood that 
William was the third owner of Weston or the third of 
the name of William who held the manor, it is difficult 
to say. A William Weston was certainly in possession 
of the manor in 1335." The slab is noted by Aubrey 
(IV, 72) and by Manning and Bray (II, 128) as in 
the south aisle, but both read the word ‘ deprimit” 
as ‘* contegit.” 


ASH. 


I. Lnseription and shield of arms. Thomas Manory, 1516. 
Now on wall of south chapel. 


Black letter inscription in three lines: 


Of charite pray for the soule of Thomas fManory 
of whose soule thu haue m’cv whiche Thoms ducd the 
rx Dav of Decembre the ver’ of ot lord m! yf + xi. 


' Vietoria County Histories, Surrey, 111, 74. 
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Arms (.179.), @ cross engrailed (az.), for Manory. This 
coat was subsequently used by the Vyne family through 
the marriage of Ralph Vyne with Anne (No. II), daugh- 
ter and heir of Thomas Manory. 

The inscription plate measures 20} by 4} and the 
shield 5} by 5} inches. They are now fastened to the 
south wall of the south chapel, but the original slab, 
63 by 24 inches, still remains on the floor of the south 
aisle. Noted by Aubrey (IIT, 330) and by Manning 
and Bray (111, 74) as “in the body of the church.” 


Il. Laseription. Anne, daughter and heir of Thomas 
Manory and wife of | Ralph\ Vyne. Undated but 
engraved ¢. 1: 520. Now on wall of south chapel. 


Black letter inscription in three lines:

I. Inscription and achievement of arms. John Browne, 
esq., serjeant of the woodyard, and wife Edith, 1590. 
On floor of chancel. 

Inscription in four lines in Roman capitals on a plate 
measuring 21} by 5 inches, slightly mutilated at the left- 
hand corner: 

HERE LYETH BVRYED THE BODYE OF JoHN BRowNE 
EsQvIER LATE SERGEANT OF HER MAIESTIES WOOD 
YEARD AND EpITH HIS LATE WIFE W'" EDpITH DECEASED 
THE [First] Day or Jyty 1590. 
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Above is an achievement of arms on an oval plate 
about 12 by 10 inches, now partly covered by the altar 


platform. The shield bears - - « chevron engrailed - - 
between three roundels - - each charged with a pale - -, but 


the crest is hidden. This brass is noted both by Aubrey 
(II, 249) and Manning and Bray (II, 633) as_ being 
“without the rails and before the altar,” a position 
which it still retains. 


Il. Jnseription. Elizabeth Bodley, 1591. Two shields 
either lost or covered by the altar platform. On 
Noor of chancel. 


Inscription in two Latin and two English verses on a 
plate measuring 19} by 5} inches: 


Bodlaeci coniux Fromoundi filia, Christi 
serua, sub his saxis Elizabetha iacet. 


Vnder this stone lies Elizabeth berefte of mortall lyfe 
Christ’s faithfull seruant, Fromotids child, & Bodleis 
louing wyfe. 


Died the 2 of March Anno Dini 1591. 


Aubrey (II, 249) notes this brass as “near the door, 
near the former” (¢.¢., Browne's). Manning and Bray 
(II, 633) give the arms: “ Gu., 2 bends or, charged with 
3 buckles, in centre of the field a cinquefoil or, impaling 
a chevron gu. between three fleur-de-lys, and another 
shield with the same arms,” being the arms of Bodley 
impaling Fromonds, of Cheam. William Bodley, of 
Streatham, having married Elizabeth, a daughter of 
Bartholomew Fromonds, of Cheam, who, according to 
the Visitutions of Surrey in 1530, 1572 and 1623,' died 
without issue. Manning and Bray seem to be in error 
as to the arms of Bodley, which are more usually given 
as Erm., on two bars sa., three round buckles or. The arms 
of Fromonds are, Per chevron erm. and gu., « chevron 
between three fleur-de-lys or. 


Harleian Society, 147. 
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ILI. Lnseription. Dorothy, wife of Robert Quinnell, pastor, 
1640, aged 54. Now on wall of chancel. 


Inscription on a wedge-shaped plate, 15 inches across 
the top, 114 across the bottom, and 9} in heiglit.

I. Effigies of Edith und Elizabeth, daughters of John and 
Anne Wylde, “died virgyns,” 1508, inscription 


and shield of arms. Relaid and now on the wall of 


the south aisle. 


Two small figures with long flowing hair bound round 
the temples by ‘fillets ornamented with small roses. Both 
are dressed alike in close- fitting gowns open at the neck 
and with tight sleeves and turned-back cuffs. ‘The only 
difference is in the girdles, Edith’s having a fastening 
of three rosettes from the lowermost of which hangs a 
chain terminating in a small lobed ornament; E lizabeth’ s 
has a large square buckle and pendent end ‘with a long 
metal tag. 


The inscription in four lines in black letter reads 
thus: 
Pere lvcth Evith t Elisabeth voughters of John Tolde 
squyer and Anne his dicd virguns were 
burved the vere of our lord god a Thowsand 
tecee and viii of whose soules Shu haue merev. 
VOL. XXV. E 
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The shield, which was originally below the inserip- 
tion, is now incorrectly placed between the figures. It 
bears - - on a fess - - three roundels. 


EDITH and ELIZABETH WYLDE, 150s. 
BARNES, SURREY. 


(About one-quarter full size.) 


The effigies are 9} inches in height, the inscription 
plate measures 21 by 5% and the shield 53 by 44 inches. 
The brass until the year 1908 was in its original stone 
on the floor of the chancel. It is now mounted on a 
new marble slab 29 by 21 inches, fastened to the wall 
of the south aisle and is rapidly being destroyed by 
over-cleaning. It has been reproduced in the Antiquary, 
XX, 13; and the Girls’ Own Paper, Dee. 3, 1892.

Lost Brasses. 


(1). William Millebourne, esq., 1415, in armour, with foot 
inscription. Formerly on floor of chaneel. 


Aubrey (I, 92), ‘On the south side of altar, within 
the rails, on a brass plate, on a gravestone, underneath 
an arm’d man, is this inscription ” : 


‘Hic jacet Willielmus Millebourne armiger qui obiit 
in die sancte Luce evangeliste A° dom. mcccexv. 
Quisquis eris qui transieris sta perlege plora 
Sum quod eris fueram que quod es pro me precor ora.’ 


Manning and Bray simply quote Aubrey as the brass 
seems to have disappeared shortly before their time. 
Daniel Lysons, in his Environs of London, I (1792), 17, 
gives an illustration of the figure and inscription with 
the following significant note ‘‘upon a slab near the 
communion table, before the chancel was new floored.” 
The church was enlarged in 1787. From  Lysons’ 
engraving it appears the figure was in complete plate 
armour. 


2). Nicholas Clerk, rector of Barnes and of Gransden 
Parva, Cambs., 1480, in cope, with several small 
scrolls and a foot inscription. Formerly on floor 
of chancel. 


Aubrey (1, 93), ‘On another brass plate, on the north 
side (of the chancel), under the figure of a priest 
praying, over him the word Osanna, and underneath is 
this inscription: ‘ Hic jacet dominus Nicholaus Clerk 

E2 
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quondam rector hujus ecclesie ac rector ecclesie de 
Grantesden Parva in com. Cantabr. qui obiit xxviii 
die marcii A° dom mccccLXxxX cujus anima in aeterna 
requiescit Amen.’ On each side and under him the 
words ‘Osanna, Osanna.” Manning and Bray (III, 
321) note “ plate remains, inscription lost.” In the 
collection of rubbings belonging to the Society of 
Antiquaries is an old and very faint rubbing of the 
figure and one of the scrolls. From this it appears 
the figure was 30 inches in height and was vested in 
cassock, surplice, almuce and cope. The scroll which 
has twisted ends measures 4} by 1} inches and bears 
the word “ Osanna” in black letter. In 1886 the slab 
remained in the north aisle, close to the vestry door 
and partly covered, but could not be found in 1912. 


(3). A mutilated inseription to... . . Wayt, gent. 


Aubrey (I, 95), ‘‘ In the middle ile, near the clark’s 
desk, on a brass plate, is this inseription : 
‘...... Wayt generosus qui obiit 
.. +... anno dom. millimo 
+++ + propicietur deus Amen.’ ” 


Lost before Manning and Bray wrote, as they simply 
quote Aubrey.

School, London, 1444. 


Aubrey (I, 146), ‘In the middle ile, on a brass plate 
fixed to a tombstone, is this inscription: ‘ Hic jacet Jana 
filia Johannis Rennold Magistri scolar. sci. Pauli London 
que obiit 11 die Octobris A’ diii ” 
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Robert Seymour, in his Survey of London and West- 
minster (2 vols. folio, 1754-5), Il, 828, notes this as ‘a 
little stone, with the figure of a young woman in brass.” 


(2). Inseription in six English verses to John and Katherine 
Stanley. Undated. 


Seymour (II, 827), ‘On the north side of the table, 
on a brass plate very antient, thus engraven” : 


‘‘ Undre this stone John Stanley lyeth 
Pray for him and Kateryn Ins wyf 
For such gooden God hem sent 
They gaf to the chirch with good entent 
For that for their solles doon pray 
Christ guyte ther mede at domys day.” 


(3). Lnseriplion. Robert More, of the Inner Temple, 1468. 


Seymour (II, 827), “An old brass (in the chancel) 
with three lines; and another brass with arms. The 
inscription is as followeth”: 


“Hic jacet Robertus Moro de Devonio quondam de 
Interior’ Templi qui obiit Tmo die mensis Septemb. 
Anno Dom. mccccLxVill cujus anime propicietur deus 

Amen.” 


(4). Richard Turke, 1570, wife Bridget, three sons, two 
daughters and foot inscription. 


Aubrey (I, 142), “On a brass plate on a gravestone 
underneath the figures of a man in a gown and a woman 
is this inscription: ‘ Under this stone lyeth buried the 
body of Richard Turke late of this pareasshe who 
deceassed the xviii daye of December Anno 1570 
levynge to Goddes mercy Bryggett his wyfe of whom 
he had three sons and two doughters his soule resteth 
in God.” Manning and Bray (III, 337) simply quote 
Aubrey. Seymour, II, 828, notes the brass as in the 
south aisle. 
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About ten years ago Mr. A. B. Connor noted a 
broken stone in the churchyard bearing the indents 
for a brass of this date. The stone has now disap- 
peared but in all probability it was the casement for 
Turke’s brass as it showed indents for a man, woman, 
two groups of children, and a foot inscription. 


(5). Inseriplion. Richard Ratelifi, 1587. 


Seymour (II, 827), “In the chancel, on the ground, 
on a brass plate, this inseription ” : 


“Here lyeth the body of Richard Ratcliff late of 
Battersey gent. who deceased the 8th of July, 1587.” 


** On the stone was the figure of a man, but the brass 
torn off.” 


(6). Inscription. Hugh Morgan, chief apothecary to Queen 
Elizabeth, 1613, aged 103. 


Seymour (IT, 828), ‘In the north aisle, on a brass 
plate are these words”: 


“Hugh Morgan, late of Battersey, Esq., sleepeth here 
in peace. Whom men did admire for worthtul parts. 
To Queen Elizabeth he was chief Pothecary till her 
death.” 


‘And in his Science as he did excell 
In her high Favour he did always dwell 
To God religious, to all men kind 
Frank to the poor, rich in content of mind 
These were his virtues, in these dyed he 
When he had liv’d an hundred years and three.” 


“On the same stone another plate, thus inscribed : 


‘Hic jacet venerabilis vir Hugo Morgan moriebatur 
13 die September Anno Dom. 1613. Cui Robertus 
Morgan generosus ejus ex fratre nepos saxum_ hoe 
amoris ergo posuit.” 
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(7). Rowland and William, sons of Jacob and Margaret 
Prat, with four English verses and inseription. 
Undated. 


Seymour (II, 827), “In the chancel, the figures of 
two young men in brass and betwixt them, on a brass 
plate, these words”: 


“As we were, so are ye; 

As we are, so shall you be. 

Yourselves by us see here, which lie, 
Who died to live, though born to die.” 


‘And on another plate under this, thus written ” : 


‘‘Hereunder lie buried Rowland and William Prat, 
two of the sons of Jacob and Margaret Prat of Bar- 
mondsey in the County of Surrey.”

This brass is unique, no other example of such a 
combination of children being known. 

In the centre of the stone is the small full length 
effigy of Philip Carew wearing a high-waisted overgown 
with tall collar and large balloon-shaped sleeves. The 
close-fitting sleeves of the kirtle appear at the wrists and 
extend half-way up the hands. Across the forehead and 
encircling the hair, which is cut close, is a jewelled fillet 
with two bosses over the ears. About four inches below 
her figure and extending across the stone between the 
two outer strips of the marginal inscription are the 
small half effigies of her seven brothers, each in a tunic

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with a high collar, and of her six sisters, each in a 
costume similar to her own. Below is a narrow strip 
of brass bearing their names, Guide, Joh'es, Joh'es, Ioh’es, 
Soh'es, Will's, TWill’s, Elienora, Lucia, Agnes, Agnes, {Aargareta, 
Anna. 

The upper dexter shield bears the arms of Carew, 
(Or), three lions passant in pale (sa.), the upper sinister 
and lower dexter are lost, whilst the lower sinister bears 
Carew impaling a coat which is illegible on the various 
rubbings examined but may have been Delamare, the 
arms of the mother. A marginal inscription in black 
letter encloses the whole, it is slightly mutilated at the 
bottom left-hand corner, but the missing words are given 
in Nicholas Charles’ Church Notes ( Brit. Mus., Lansdowne 
MS. 874, fol. 38, modern numbering) and are here shown 
in brackets:

The principal effigy is 17 inches in height, the half 
effigies 24 and their inscription plate measures 28 by 
1 inches. The shields are 7 by 5) and the marginal 
inscription 70 by 32 by 1} inches. The slab, the ec dge 
of which can just tes see "under the choir stalls on the 
north side of the chancel, measures about 78 by 36 inches. 
The brass has been figured i in the eer tfolio of the Monu- 
mental Brass Society, I, pt. XI, pl. 2, and by kind per- 
mission of thie Society is here reproduced. Rubbings 
are in Surrey Society's collection at Guildford, the 
British Museum, the collection of the Society of An- 
tiquaries, and also in private collections, mostly taken 
before the erection of the stalls in 1852. The brass 
seems to have been partly covered by a pew in Aubrey’s 
time (II, 165) but clear when Manning and Bray wrote

Philip with her numerous brothers and sisters appear 
to have been the children of Nicholas Carew (No. IIL) and 
his second wife Mercy, daughter of Stephen Delamare. 

A small floriated cross (the lower limb lost) and inserip- 
tion to Margaret Oliver, servant to Nicholas and 
Merey Carew, 1425. On floor of chancel but now 
covered by choir stalls.

The first syllable of the word ‘ consorti” is contracted 
in a form usual in manuscripts but rarely found on 
brasses. 

The cross measures 26} by 15} and the inscription 
23 by 23 inches. It is engraved in Rev. C. Boulell’s 
Series of Monumental Brasses and in his Christian Monu- 
ments, p. 40. Aubrey (II, 165) notes it as in the chancel, 
but obscured by a pew. Manning and Bray (II, 529) 
also note it as in the chancel. It is now under the choir 
stalls, presumably on the south side of the chancel. 
This class of memorial seems to have been much in 
favour in this chureh, as casements for two almost pre- 
cisely similar crosses and for two others rather larger are 
still in existence. 


Ill. Efiyies of Nicholas Carew, esqy., lord of the manor, 
‘* senex et plenus dierum,” 1432, in civil dress, and 

Jirst wife Isabel, under double canopy with embattled 
entablature, five shields (one lost) and marginal in- 
scription (slightly mutilated) with the symbols of the 
evangelists (St. John lost) at the corners. The inscrip- 

tion mentions their son Thomas. On floor of chancel. 

A fine and almost perfect brass. Nicholas Carew is 
represented clean shaven, with curly hair and with his 
feet resting on a hound. He wears an under-dress, the 
close-fitting sleeves of which appear at the wrists, an 
ample tunic confined at the waist by a narrow girdle and 
having a high collar and large balloon sleeves, all edged 
with fur. His legs and feet are clothed in hose. The 
lady wears the horned head-dress and veil, a close-fitting 
kirtle and a high-waisted overgown with large turned- 
back collar, narrow ornamented girdle and large balloon 
sleeves edged with fur. At her feet is a small dog, with 
a collar of bells. The double canopy, which completely 
encloses the figures, has slender side shafts, an embattled 
entablature with pinnacles and an embattled foot piece. 
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The arches of the canopy are rounded and cusped and 
between the figures terminate in a shield charged with 
the arms of Carew impaling ((v.), three eutherine wheels, 
two and one, (arg.),' the arms of his first wife. 

In the spandrils are circles enclosing quatrefoils, on 
the band above roses and quatrefoils alternately and 
then an open band of quatrefoils embattled and finished 
with three pinnacles, the centre one in the form of a 
small pillar resting on a lion’s face in the intersection of 
the arches. The side shafts are buttressed and orna- 
mented with tracery. The foot piece is embattled and 
slightly ornamented with straight upright lines and 
crosses alternately. 

Within the marginal inscription and above and below 
the canopy are four shields of arms, the lower sinister 
one now lost. The upper dexter bears (Or), three lions 
passant (sa.), the uppermost charged on the breast with a 
mullet (arg.) for difference, tor Carew. The upper sinister 
Carew impaling (@w.), (wo Lions passant (arg.), tor Dela- 
mare, the arms of his second wife. The lower dexter 
bears Carew and the lower sinister is lost. 

The marginal inscription which encloses the whole 
has the symbols of the evangelists at the corners, that 
of St. John is lost as are also the last few words of the 
inscription. It is im black letter and reads thus: 


(St. John, lost), In gracia misericordia dei hic iacent 
(St. Matthew) corpora Nicholai Carvety Armigeri t dni quondam huius 
ville Esabelle uxoris suc et Thome filii qui quidem (S. Luke)

The missing words were no doubt ‘‘ quorum animabus 
propicietur deus amen” more or less contracted to fit 
the space. Of the son Thomas mentioned in the in- 
scription there is no figure or other record on this brass. 


1 In 1611 Nicholas Charles noted amongst other shields in the 
windows the following :—Carew, Carew impaling Gu., three catherine 
wheels arg., and Carew impaling Gu., two lions passant arg. D, J. 
Powell in 1806 sketched the Carew shield then in the east window 
and shows the uppermost lion charged with a silver mullet for differ- 
ence. (Powell MS. in the Minet Public Library, Camberwell.) 
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The male effigy is 55 and the female 54 inches in 
height, the extreme length of the canopy is 77 and its 
width 35 inches , the marginal inscription including the 
symbols is 103 ‘by 441 by 14 inches, the symbols 41 
and the shields 6 by 42 inches. The slab, which lies in 
the middle of the chancel floor, measures 108 by 48 
inches. The brass is illustrated in Rev. C. Boutell’s 
Series of Monumental Brasses ; Brayley and Brittons Hist, 
of Surrey, IV, 62; Transactions of the Exeter Diocesan 
Architectural Society, 2.8., U1, 226; D. Lysons’ Environs 
of London, 1 (1792), 58; Portfolio of the Monumental Brass 
Society, II, pl. 59; W. IL Rogers’ Ancient Sepulchral 
Ejigies of Devon, 76, and pl. XXVIIT, No. 16; Surrey 
Archeological Collections, XVI, 58 (head of lady). 

Nicholas Carew, son of Nicholas € Carew (keeper of the 
privy seal to Edw ard III, died 1390) by Lucy, dau. of 
Richard Willoughby and widow of Sir Thomas Huse arle, 
served the office of sheriff of Surrey and Sussex in 1: 91 
and again in 1400 and was knight of the shire in the 
parliaments of 17, 18, 20, 21, Rie. II, and in 5 Hen. V. 
He was twice marri ied, firstly to Isabel, name unknown, 
by whom he had a son Thomas who died in 1430 
(No. IV, also mentioned in the inscription) and a 
daughter Isabel, married firstly to Brian Harsick and 
then to Robert Bukton, she died in 1434 (No. IV, also 
mentioned in her father’s will). His second wife was 
Mercy, a daughter of Sir Stephen Delamare, by whom 
he had a numerous family, of whom fourteen who died 
young are represented on brass No. I. He was suc- 
ceeded by Nicholas, apparently a son by this wife. A 
daughter E lizabeth, who married Thomas Lewkenor and 
died i in 1410, is mentioned amongst the lost brasses (4). 
He himself died 4 September, 1432, ‘ senex et plenus 
dierum,” as the inscription states and by his will! 
dated on the day of March next after the feast of 
St. Bartholomew the Apostle, 1452, desires to be buried 
in the chapel of St. Nicholas in the church of Bed- 
dington. The will deals entirely with personal pro-

e. 1450. Lnseription lost. Possibly Thomas Carew, 
esy., 1430, and his sister Isabel, wife first of Brian 
Harsick, esq., and then of Robert Bukton, esq., 1454. 
On floor of chancel but now covered by choir stalls. 


The man is represented in civil dress with his feet on 
a mound on which are various plants. A small piece is 
missing from the left-hand corner. He has short curly 
hair and wears a close- fitting tunie with collar and small 
balloon sleeves, all edged with fur, and has shoes laced up 
the sides. 

The lady wears 2 small horned head-dress and veil, 
high-waisted close-fitting gown with turned-back eS 
and small balloon sleeves edged with fur. <A belt orna- 
mented with small roses encircles the waist. 

The male effigy is 31 and the female 30} inches in 
height. ‘The indent for the inscription plate being 24 
by 4 inches. The slab, 66 by about 36 inches, lies on 
the south side of the chancel but with the exception of 
a few inches is now covered by the choir stalls. The 
illustration here given is from a rubbing in the collection 
of the Society of Antiquaries. This is probably the 
brass noted by Aubrey (II, 164), ‘On another stone 
(in the chancel) are two figures of a man and woman in 
a posture of devotion but stripp’d of their inscription.” 
Lansdowne MS. 874, fol. 39 (modern numbering) gives an 
inscription which may have belonged to it:

Full length effigy of Roger Elnebrygge in complete 
~ armour, his head resting on a helmet which bears 
ris crest, a cockutrice’s heal, and his feet on a hound. 
His armour consists of a bascinet with gorget, a breast- 
plate, oblong-shaped pallets, shoulder pieces composed 
of overlapping plates, small heart-shaped elbow pieces, 
brassarts, and vambraces. The skirt of taces is long 
and to it are attached two small but broad tuiles the 
fastenings being clearly shown. The thighs and shins 
are defended by the usual plates. The knee-pieces are 
of moderate size with plates below and the feet are en- 
cased in pointed sollerets composed of overlapping plates 
with rowel spurs buckled over the insteps. ‘The sword 
is suspended on the left side from a narrow belt cross- 
ing the taces diagonally, on the right side is the dagger 
but the method of fastening is not shown. The inscrip- 
tion below the effigy is in black letter in eight Latin 
verses, the first words of the opening line and the last 
of the closing line are broken away but are here given 
from Lansdowne MS. 874, fol. 39 (modern numbering) 
in the British Museum:

The efligy is 36 inches 
in height, the inscription 
plate measures 18) by 94 
and the shields 6 by 44 
inches. ‘The slab, which 
lies on the south side of 
the chancel, measures 60 
by about 30 inches and 
is now almost covered by 
the choir stalls, the two 
sinister shields being alone 
visible. The brass is en- 
eraved in Rev. C. Boutell’s 
Series of Monumental 
Brasses; J. Hewitt’s 
Ancient Armour, III, 445; 
J. R. Planché’s Cyclopedia 
of Costume, I, 499 (taces) ; 
Reliquary, XX, 206 (hound 
at feet). It is not men- 
tioned by Aubrey and is 
said to be lost by Manning 
and Bray. 

Little is known of Roger 
Elmebrygge except that 
he was appointed sheriff 
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of Surrey and Sussex on 7 November, 1437, and died as 
the inscription says a young man on St. Clement’s day 
(23 November) in the same year. Other brasses to 
members of this family are at Carshalton and Merstham. 


VI. Effigies of Katherine, wife of Robert Bereeroft, gent., 
and her sister Elizabeth, widow of William Barton, 
gent., both died 1507, foot inscription (slightly mu- 
tilated) and two shields of arms. On floor of chancel. 


Small full length effigies of Katherine Berecroft and 
her sister Elizabeth Barton slightly turned towards one 
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KATHERINE BERECROFT and ELIZABETH BARTON, 1507. 
BEDDINGTON, SURREY. 


(About one-sixth full size.) 
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another. Both wear close-fitting gowns with fur cuffs 
and broad girdles. Katherine's figure is slightly larger 
than Elizabeth’s, she wears the pedimental head-dress 
with plain lappets whilst Elizabeth has a large veil 
indicating her widowhood. 

Below is the inscription in seven lines in black letter, 
a portion of the last line containing the prayers for the 
souls of the deceased has been cut out although the first 
line has been left :

Above each figure is a shield charged with the arms 
of Berecroft (Ary.), three bears statant (sa.), muzzled (or). 

The effigies respectively measure 10} and 10 inches 
in height, the inscription plate is 17 by 74, and the 
shields 53 by 4% inches. The slab which now lies in 
the centre of the chancel measures 45 by 22 inches. 
Noted by Aubrey (II, 163) and by Manning and Bray 
(II, 529) as in the middle aisle, ¢.e. the nave. 


VII. Effigies of Sir Richard Carew, 1520, in armour with 
tabard, and wife Malin, daughter of Sir Robert Oxen- 
bridge, in heraldic mantle, with a chamfer inscription, 
on a high tomb in south chapel. All, except a portion 
of the chamfer inscription, a modern restoration. 


Sir Richard Carew, son of Sir James Carew by 
Eleanor, daughter of Thomas, Lord Hoo, is represented 
in armour with a tabard charged with the arms of Carew 
quartering Hoo. His wife Malin, daughter of Sir Robert 
Oxenbridge, of Ford, Sussex, wears a mantle emblazoned 
with her paternal arms, but the restorer has charged the 
bordure with bezants in error for escallops. ‘The in- 
scription in black letter is in the chamfer on the sides 
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of the tomb, the restored portions are here printed in 
ordinary type: Of voure charite pray for the soules of S 
Richard Carrew knight and dame Malyn hys wyfe 
whiche Bichard deeessud the xxiii dav of Anno dni m® 
t the said dame {Halun ducd ve dav of 
An® m? vf on whose soules Jesu have mercy. 


The male effigy is 203, the female 19? inches in 
height, and the slab measures 68 by 26 inches. Aubrey 
(II, 170) notes ‘‘ In the south ile, on a brass plate, is the 
figure of a man in armour and a woman near him, with 
this broken inscription only left.” William Ratcliff who 
visited the church and noted the monuments, ete., in 
June, 1805, records, “‘the female figure gone, man 
remaining, also fragment of inscription.” ' A manuscript 
by D. J. Powell, 1806,° contains a rubbing of the upper 
half of the male effigy showing that originally the head 
rested on a helmet, a feature which is not reproduced in 
the restoration. The original figure is also engraved in 
Brayley and Britton, V, Addenda, 44.

Francis Carew, 1999. On wall of south aisle. 
Inscription in four lines in Roman capitals on a plate 
measuring 18 by 43 inches:

The inscription plate, 18 by 18 inches, is still fixed in 
its original wooden frame and hangs on the wall of the 
north aisle. The frame, 38 by 22 inches, is painted 
black, on either side of the plate is a skeleton painted 
in gold, on the top a skull and cross-bones with on 
either side a scroll bearing the words Mors svPER 
VIRIDES MONTES. At the bottom is a winged hour-glass 
between two scrolls inscribed stcvr HoRA—sIC VITA. 

His brother William Grenhill, M.A., and his sister 
Mary erected the memorial, W illiam also composed the 
verses as they bear his initials. ‘The brass is noted both 
by Aubrey (II, 161) and Manning and Bray (III, 529) 
as in the north aisle in a black wooden frame. 
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X. Inscription. Margaret, wife of Johi Huntley, gent., 
1638, aged 74. Under seats (?). 


Inscription in five lines in Roman capitals on a plate 
measuring 18) by 5} inches:

Both Aubrey (II, 162) and Manning and Bray (IT, 529) 
note the plate as in the middle aisle, “ec. the nave. It 
cannot now be found but may be under the seats. 
There is a rubbing in the collection of the Society of 
Antiquaries but unfortunately undated. 


CASEMENTS. 

The following casements still remain in the chureh : 

(a) A small floriated cross, 25 by 19 inches, standing on 
three steps with an inscription 20 by 3 inches below, on a 
slab 75 by 25 inches, now on the floor of the south chapel. 

(s) Another precisely similar but with a shield, 43 
by 4 inches, on either side of the inscription. Slab, 
87 by 56 inches, now on floor of vestry. 

(c) Another cross, similar in design but with longer 
stem. Slab, 91 by 53 inches, much worn and perished, 
now on west side of south porch. 

(p) Another, similar, also much worn and perished, 
on the east side of the south porch. 


All of the first quarter of the 15th century. 


Lost Brassers. 
(1). Thomas White, 1538. 

Aubrey (II, 172), “In the middle ile, near the west 
end, on a gravestone, is this inscription, but the figure 
under which it was stoln.” : 

“Here lyeth Thomas White whiche decessed the xxx 
day of November in the yere of our lord M & V'xxXxviL. 
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(2). Murtha wife of Fabian Crokhorne, 1579, aged 27, 
with jive sons, one daughter and inscription. 


Aubrey (II, 163), ‘In the north ile, under another 
brass, representing the figures of a woman between two 
sons and one daughter, is this inscription ” : 

‘Here lyeth buried under this stone the bodye of 
Martha Crokhorne the late wyfe of ffabian Crokhorne 
and had also by him v sonnes and iii daughters and the

(3). Aubrey (II, 164), “‘Near the north door is part 


of a brass plate and only this word remaining, guondam.” 


Nicholas Charles, Lancaster Herald, visited the church 
17 June, 1611, and noted two other inscriptions which 
were probably on brass plates : 


(4). Elizabeth, daughter of Nicholas and Merey Carew, and 
wife of Thomas Lewkenor, 1410. 

Lansdowne MS. 874, fol. 39 (modern numbering):

Sir Thomas Lewkenor was one of the supervisors of 


the will of Nicholas Carew (No. III).

** Hic iacet Mag" Willm’ de Carrew quondam Porcionarius 
istius ecclie de Bedington cuius anime p’picietur deus 
Amen.” 


Arms, Carew and Carew within a bordure engrailed. 


1 Error for “ Merciae.” In other cases Charles misreads this name. 
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According to Manning and Bray (II, 534) William 
de Carru was instituted 13 September, 1333, patron 
Sir Thomas Huscarle (Reg. 136.) and was in 
possession 1 March, 1342-3, on which day he had 
licence for a private chapel in his house in the parish 
(Reg. Oriton, 1194). He was living in 1345-6 when 
he was a party to a fine (Survey Fines, p. 220) but the 
date of his death is unknown as there is a gap in the 
bishop’s registers about this time.

I. Inseription. Thomas Morsted and wife Eleanor, Un- 
dated but engraved about 1450. Now on the south 
wall of the south chapel. 


Inscription in two lines, in black letter:

Size of plate 9} by 24 inches. Noted by Aubrey (IV,

Il. Efiigy of William Wardysworth, vicar, 1533, in mass 
vestments, holding chalice and wafer, with foot in- 
scription. Now on the north wall of the chaneel. 


A stiff ungraceful figure of a priest in mass vestments 
overloaded with ornament and coarse shading. William 
Wardysworth is represented tonsured and with long 
hair, wearing a stiff upright amice, an albe with a wide 
apparel at the bottom, long stole, maniple and a cha- 
suble with a broad ornamented band running down the 
centre. In his hands he holds a large chalice, above 


which is the wafer, inscribed a_A_Y+ in Roman 
&. 
capitals. The chalice is a good example of this period. 
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tis quewdem 


WILLIAM WARDYSWORTH, Vicar, 1538. 
BETCHWORTH, SURREY. 


(About one-sixth full size.) 


Below the figure is a three-line inscription in black 
letter :

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The effigy is 24 inches in height and the inscrip- 
tion plate measures 18} by 4 inches. The brass is now 
fixed to the wooden aii on the north side of the 
chancel. Aubrey (LV, 270) and Manning and Bray 
(II, 214) note it as ‘‘on the north side” of the chaneel, 
presumably on the floor. The latter state William 
Wardysworth was instituted 20 January, 1507-8, on 
the presentation of the prior and convent of St. Mary, 
Southwark.

Size of plate 15 by 4 inches. On floor of nave in 
original stone, 54 by 26 inches. 
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V. Inscription. Bridget, sister of Sir Henry Drury, knt., 
of Hugilie { Hedgerley\, Bucks., and wife of Charles 
Browne, esq., 1627, aged 75. Now on the south 
wall of the south chapel. 

Inscription in five lines in Roman capitals:

Size of plate 214 by 6 inches. Now fixed to the south 
wall of the south chapel. Noted by Aubrey (LV, 271) 
as in the chancel, presumably on the floor. 


VI. Inscription. Peter, son of Andrew Cade, qgent., 1679. 
Inscription in five lines in Roman text: 


Here Lyeth the body of 

Peter Cade son of Andrew 

Cade Gent who was buried 

the Eight day of March 
1679. 


Size of plate 7} by 4 inches. Now fixed to the south 
wall of the south chapel. Noted by Aubrey (IV, 273) 
as in the chancel near the black marble tomb of his 
father Andrew Cade, alderman of London and a bene- 
factor to the poor of Betchworth and Reigate, who died 
in 1662. Under this tomb was also a 6 page stone ” 
with an inscription to the alderman’s wife, Magdalen, 
who died in 1675. Neither the “black marble tomb” 
nor the “rage stone” can now be found. 

A palimpsest shield, 53 by 42 inches, found about 
1855 amongst some rubbish in the churchyard is now 
in the British Museum. For many years it was in the 
possession of the late Mr. Albert Way “who communicated 
the following note to the Archeological Journal, XII, 293: 
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‘‘Tmpressions from a palimpsest brass escutcheon 
found in a very decayed condition amongst rubbish in 
the churchyard of Betchworth, Surrey. ‘The two faces 
of this plate are here represented. ‘The more ancient, 
possibly engraved 
about the commence- 
ment of the fifteenth 
century, presents a 
merchant’s mark com- 
posed of the letter H, 
terminating at the top 
in two streamers which 
cross so as to resemble 


a W. The up stroke is 
traversed by a bar ter- from 
minating in a cross at BETCHWORTH. 
one end, and at the (About one-fourth full size.) 


other in a symbol of 
frequent occurrence in these marks, which bears resem- 
blance to the Arabie numeral 2. 

The obverse of the escutcheon found at Betchworth 
presents the bearing of the Fitz-Adrians, who held the 
manor of Brockham in the parish of Betchworth, under 
the Warrens. In the Visitation of Surrey, by Clarencieulx, 
femp. Henry VIII (/arl. MS. 1561, fol. 3),’ the arms 
of Adryan, lord of Brockham, are given thus, Arg., 
two bars nebuly sa., a chief chequy or and az. The chief 
was doubtless derived from the Warrens, whose feudal 
tenant, the Fitz-Adrians or Adryans, appear to have 
been. The fashion of the escutcheon here represented, 
however, is of much later date than the time when the 
male line of the Adrians failed according to the state- 
ment in Manning and Bray’s History of Surrey, vol. II, 
pp. 209, 211, namely, between 1356 and 1378, when 
Thomas Frowick, who married the heiress, succeeded 
them. The south side of the chancel at Betchworth has 
belonged from time immemorial to the manor of Brock- 
ham, and the plate may have been one of several coats 
affixed to some memorial of the Frowicks there interred.”

I. Effigy of « maiden lady with flowing hair, ce. 1470, 
worn, Inseription lost. Relaid in a new stone on 
Jloor of south aisle, 


A small full-length figure of 
a maiden lady with long flow- 
ing hair, wearing a kirtle and 
a high-waisted over-gown cut 
low at the neck and edged 
with fur, the sleeves close and 
terminating in fur cuffs. In- 
scription lost, but the costume 
dates the figure to about 1470. 
Height of effigy, 174 inches. 
Relaid in a new stone, 24 by 
12 inches, on the floor of the 
south aisle. Not noted by 
Aubrey, but given in Manning 
and Bray (II, 311) as ‘‘adjoin- 
ing the communion rails, with- 
out any inscription.” ‘The 
figure is reproduced in @G. 
Clinch’s Old English Churches, 
216; EF. R. Sufiling’s English 
Church Brasses, 146; and the 
upper part only in the Surrey 
Archwological Collections, XV1, 
52. Other figures of maiden 
ladies with flowing hair occur 
at Barnes and Lingfield. In 
groups of daughters the un- 
married ones are usually so 
represented. 
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A PRIEST, ec. 1510. 
BLETCHINGLEY, SURREY. 


(About one-sixth full size.) 
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Il. Effigy of a priest, ec. 1510, in mass vestments, with 
Shield above head. Inscription lost. Relaid in a 
new stone on chancel floor. 


A full length effigy, tonsured and with long hair, 
wearing the usual mass vestments, the chasuble having 
a narrow border ornamented with escallop shells and 
roundels, the amice, maniple, stole and apparel of the 
albe with lozenges enclosing quatrefoils. Above the 


head of the figure is a shield charged with - - @ chevron 
- - between three birds - - The effigy measures 22 inches 


in height and the shield 5? by 43 inches. Relaid in a 
new stone, 36 by 18 inches, on the floor of the chan- 
cel on the north side within the rails. The original 
slab is now in the churchyard, on the south side, it 
measures 42 by 24 inches and shows indents for the 
figure, the shield and a foot inscription 18 by 5 inches. 
Not noted either by Aubrey or by Manning and Bray. 
The late Mr. Granville Leveson-Gower states that it was 
‘formerly near the font and was fortunately recovered 
after having been taken out of the church”?

III. A group of five daughters, c. 1520. Allelse lost. Now 
relaid with No. IV, on the floor of the south aisle. 


A group of five daughters, about 1520, all with long 
flowing hair, wearing plain overgowns with cuffs. Size 
of plate 6 by 6) inches. Now relaid and incorporated 
with No. IV. Noted by Aubrey (III, 86) as “in the 
north cross ile, on another gravestone have been several 
figures in brass, but six (error for five?) girls only 
remaining.” 


IV. A group of six sons, one of six daughters and two 
shields, ce. 1520. Possibly the remains of a memorial 
to a member of the Warde family. Now relaid in a 

new stone on floor of south aisle. 
The six sons are represented in the usual civil dress 
of this period and the six daughters have long flowing 
1 Surrey Arch. Colls., V, 234.

hair and plain over-gowns with fur cuffs. One shield 


bears - - « chevron engrailed erm. between three escallops

inches. Now relaid in a new stone, 36 by 24 inches, on 
the floor of the south aisle. Noted by Aubrey (III, 86) 
as ‘fin the north cross ile, on another (gravestone) re- 
main six sons and six daughters, and at the bottom 
of one end a chevron engrail’d between four (error for 
three ?) escallops, at the other the same empaling a 
chevron between three crescents.” From Manning and 
Bray (II, 312) it appears the original slab joined the 
head of the slab of Thomas and Jone Warde, 1541, in 
the north transept. 


V. Effigies of Thomas Warde, 1541, in civil dress, and wife 
Joan, with representation of the Trinity and foot in- 
scription. Relaid in a new stone on floor of north chapel. 


Full length effigies of Thomas and Joan Warde 
slightly turned towards one another. Thomas is repre- 
sented clean shaven and with long hair, wearing an 
under-garment with frilled collar, doublet and fur-lined 
over-gown with long sleeves which have fur-edged slits 
in the upper part for the passage of the fore-arms. 
His legs are clothed in hose and his feet encased in 
broad, round-toed shoes. His wife Joan wears the pedi- 
mental head-dress with short lappets in front and large 
veil behind, a kirtle and a close-fitting over-gown, cut 
square at the neck, with tight sleeves and large turned- 
back fur cuffs. The gown is fastened round the waist 
by an ornamented girdle from the fastening of which 
hangs a chain terminating in a pomander of open metal 
work. Above and between the effigies is a small repre- 
sentation of the Trinity, in which God the Father is 
shown seated on a throne in the form of a large chair, 
his right hand raised in benediction, his left holding the

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cross on which is the crucified Saviour. On the top of 
the cross is the dove with wings expanded. All have 
the plain nimbus and God the Father is uncrowned. 
The work is poor and coarse. Other representations 
of the Trinity occur at Cheam and Leigh.

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Below the effigies is the inscription in three lines in 
black letter:

The effigies are 20 inches in height, the Trinity 
measures 5} by 44 and the inscription plate 21 by 4 
inches. Relaid in a new stone, 42 by 24 inches, on the 
floor of the north chapel. Noted by Aubrey (III, 85) as 
‘in the north cross ile, above halt obscured by pews,” 
and by Manning and Bray (IJ, 312) as in the north 
transept. 

The brass is reproduced in @. Clinch’s Old English 
Churches, 228; BE. R. Sujlings English Church Brasses, 
198; the head of the lady in Surrey Arehewological Col- 
lections, XVI, 42, and the Trinity in the Anustutic 
Drawing Society, volume for 1880, pl. 15. 


VI. Inscription and twelve English verses to Sir Thomas 
Cawarden, died 1559, but plate engraved much later. 
On top of high tomb in chancel.

A rectangular plate, 15 by 15 inches, in a bronze or 
copper frame, now on the west wall of the south chapel. 
Noted by Aubrey (III, 83) as ‘‘a brass plate gilt in the 

east wall of the chancel,” and by Manning ‘and Bray 
(LI, 312) as “ against the wall on’ the south side of the 
communion table.” 

The shield in the upper dexter corner bears (A7g.), on 
a bend (az.), between three annulets (sa.), six fleur-de-lys, 2 


2 and 2, and two crosses crosslet (or), a cresce dps in chief 


Jor difference, for Glyd, impaling (Gu.), a man’s face (ppr.), 
hair and beard (or), the temples encircled by a wreath (arg.)

He recorded and signed his pedigree in the Visitation of 
1662. His eldest son Richard, who married Ann, daughter 
of Anthony Stoughton, of Worplesdon, died 24 Novem- 
ber, 1658, “during his father’s lifetime. Their son, John, 
aged 12 in 1662, was a barrister of Gray’s Inn, and 
represented Bletchingley i in the Parliament of 1689, in 
which year he died. The ‘ obliged” nephew of the 
treasurer, M. G., who “recollected” the family history 
in 1700, has not been traced.

Size of plate 19 by 201 inches. Now fixed on a 
wooden board on the north-west pillar of the Slyfield 
chapel. 

Noted by Aubrey (II, 269) as “in the chapel at 
the east end of the south ile, fixed in a marble, laid close 
to the north [error for south 2] wall. Above the epitaph 
is the portraiture of the said Edmond and his wife, 
underneath are the figures of five sons and eleven 
daughters.” 

Manning and Bray (II, 697) note it in the same chapel 
as “laid close in the south wall.” 

Edmund Slyfeld, in his will (P. C. C., 18 Sacnberbe) 
dated 2 December, 1590, and proved by his widow 
5 March, 1590-1, gives exact directions for this brass. 
He desires to be buried at Great Bookham, ‘in the same 
isle or chauncell that my predecessours did make and on 
the south side of the same isle in such decent and comlie 
order for the manner of my funerall as shall seeme good 
to the discretion of my executrix and overseers, and 
every one of them doe cause a marble stone to be laide 
uppon my grave with twoe pictures of brasse, the one 
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for me, the other for my wife, with such children as God 
has lente us in this lyfe, the sonnes behinde me and the 
daughters behinde my wyfe.” 

Edmond Slyfeld, who was a justice of the peace and 
served the office of sheriff of Surrey and Sussex in 1582, 
died 13 February, 1590-1, aged 71. He married Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Walter Lambert, esq., of Carshalton, 
and by her had a numerous family. The lady is com- 
memorated by a second brass (No. TV) in this church, 
For a pedigree — other information concerning the 
Slyfield family see the Surrey Archwologicul Collections, 
V, 47.

The effigy is 173 inches in height and the inscription 
plate measures 20 by 11+ inches. 

The brass is still in its original slab, 58 by 42 inches, 
on the floor of the south or Slyfield chapel. Aubrey 
(II, 272) notes it as ‘* adjoining” the slab of No. III. 

The brass is undated but the lady died at some date 
between 18 October and 8 November, 1597. Her will 
is dated the former and was proved on the latter date 
by her eldest son Ilenry. Her age is given as seventy 
on her husband’s s inscription in 1590 so she was seventy- 
seven at her death in 1597. 


V. Effigies of Henry Slyfield, esq., aged 56, in civil 
dress, and wife Elizabeth, daughter of Richard Buck- 
Sold, citizen of Loudon, six sous and four daughters on 
a single plate, three shiclls (one mutilated), and foot 
nseriplion. On Noor of south or Sly field chapel. 


Full length effigies turned towards one another. 
Henry Slyfield is represented with short curly hair, 
pointed beard and moustaches, wearing a ruff, doublet, 
gown with long false sleeves and round-toed shoes. His 
wife wears the Paris head or French hood with lappet 
behind, a large ruff, peaked bodice ornamented with 
feather work and a plain over-gown very square at the 
hips and open in front to display the richly embroidered 
petticoat below. A narrow sash, knotted towards the 
end, encircles the waist and her shoes are round toed. 

In the centre of the stone and below the inscription, 
engraved on a single plate, are the figures of six sons 
and four daughters, standing in pairs, the boys facing 
to the right, the girls to the left. The boys are all in 
civil dress similar to the father but only the eldest 
has a ruff. The girls are small copies of their mother 
except that their bodices and petticoats bear no orna- 
ment. Above the principal effigies are three shields, 
the upper dexter bearing Quarfer/y and IV (Gu), a Jess

The sinister shield, the upper 
portion of which is now lost but known from old rub- 
bings, bore Buckfold impaling Per chevron (yu.) and (sa.), 
in chief two swans respectant, in base a herring cob naiant 
proper, for Cobbe, being the arms of the lady’s parents.

The male efligy is 22 and the female 21}? inches in 
height, the plate of children 124 by 64 in height, the 
inscription 26 by 5 and the shields G4 by 5} inches. 
The brass, which is possibly wholly or partly palimpsest, 
is in its original slab, 72 by 42 inches, on the floor of 
the south or Slyfield chapel in which it was noted by 
Aubrey (II, 275) and Manning and Bray (II, 698). 

Henry Slyfield, eldest son of Edmond and Elizabeth 
Slyfield (No. III), died in 1598, aged 56, but the day 
and month are not given on the inscription and the 
register affords no help as the earliest existing book 
begins in 1632. He married Elizabeth, daughter of 
Richard Buekfold, citizen of London, by his wife 
Thomasin, a daughter of Stephen Cobb of Hackney, 
citizen and haberdasher. Elizabeth, who survived her 
husband, subsequently married Henry Vincent, esq., 
whom she also survived, dying in 1638.

The engraver has not been very 
successful with his ‘‘ June,” he 
has reversed the letter N and sub- 
stituted Y for E. 

Above the figure is a shield 
charged with the arms of Shiers, 
(Or), on a bend (az.), between in 
chief a lion rampant (sa.) and in 
base three oak leaves (vert.) as many 
escallops (of the first), impaling 
(lz. 7), a fess nebuly between three 
crescents ermine, for Weld (?). 

The plate upon which the figure 
is engraved measures 323 by 133, 
the inscription, 183 by 13 and the 
shield, 10 by 8} inches. The 
brass remains in its original slab, 
72 by 40 inches, on the floor of 
the south aisle. Noted by Aubrey 
(II, 279) and by Manning and 
Bray (II, 699) as ‘just without 
the rails” of the Slytield chapel. 

The figure is illustrated in 
Brayley and Britton’s History of 
Surrey, IV, 479, and in Rev. H. 
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W. Macklin’s Brasses of England, 304; the complete brass 
in the Portfolio of the Monumental Brass Socie ty, II, plate 
42, from which the accompanying illustration is taken 
by kind permission of the Society. 

Robert Shiers was the second son of George Shiers 
the purchaser of Slyfield Place. He was admitted to the 
Inner Temple 25 February, 1633, called 17 November, 
1641, bencher, 25 November, 1660, reader, 3 November, 
1667, and died, 29 June, 1668, aged 52. He married 
Elizabeth daughter of Weld (?), who survived him, 
dying, 14 August, 1700, aged 66. By her he had a 
son George, created a baronet 16 October, 1684, whe 
married Elizabeth, only child of Edmund Dickenson, 
physician to Charles II, and died without issue 18 July, 
1685. His widow subsequently married in 1687 John, 
Baron Blomberg and dying in 1744 was buried at 
Hollingbourne, Kent. 

Immediately to the west of the brass is a fine armorial 
ledger to Elizabeth Shiers and beyond this another to 
her son Sir George. On the wall of the north aisle, 
removed from the east end of the Slyfield chapel, is 
another large marble monument with busts, ete., to 
Robert and Elizabeth and their son Sir George.

Apparently, Sir Edward omitted to return it, for 
it is not noted by Manning and Bray, and is not now to

The effigy, 24} inches in height and the 
inscription plate, 14 by 3% inches, are now fixed on the 
face of the north pier of the chancel arch. The original 
slab, 43 by 24 inches, with the indents filled in ‘with 
cement, still remains on the floor of the chancel. Noted 
as in the chancel by Aubrey (IH, 194) with shout two- 
thirds of the scroll ‘as then in existence, also by Manning 
and Bray (III, 184), but the scroll apparently lost, as 
they say: ‘there was a scroll over him with these 
words” as above. he brass is reproduced in The 
Connoisseur, I, 166, and in Memorials of Old Surrey, 
1911, 68. 

Thomas Teylar alias Barnby was collated to the

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On the succeeding page is the Dedication by Wm. 
Duncombe! to John Lord Carteret, Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland. The Preface contains a few particulars 
of his birth and his last illness, mentions his favourite 
studies, and offers an estimate of his mental character- 
istics: this is shortly followed by translations, imitations, 
and paraphrases from Horace, Martial, Seneca, Claudian, 
Grotius, and short poems on more homely subjects: 
Sleep, Dreams; An Elegy on the Death of a Tabby 
Cat; Prologue to Shakespeare’s Julius Czesar, spoken 
at St. Paul's School, January 27th, 1711; to a Lady; 
&e. Also later on, amongst others, “On seasons proper 
for angling.” Ps. XCIL paraphrased; Ps. CXLVI; 
‘Description of a Summer Day in the Country.” 
‘To Sir Richard Blackmore® on his poem, Creation.” 
“Fifth Ode of Horace imitated and inscribed to the 
King—printed 1714.” “On the prodigies which at- 
tended our Blessed Saviour’s Crucifixion.” ‘ Vernal 
Hymn in praise of the Creator.” These are succeeded

1 William Duncombe, a man of literary tastes, became intimate 
with Henry Needler at the Navy Office; besides editing the works of 
his friend (1690-1769), he translated parts of Horace and the Athaliah 
of Racine—wrote fugitive picees for the Whitehall Evening Post— 
attacked the Beggar’s Opera, and was Author of a tragedy, Lucius 
Junius Brutus. 

2 Sir Richard Blackmore — a physician and poet— 
Author of poems “ Prince Arthur” and * The Creation,” praised by 
Addison, admired by Locke, satirised by Pope. 
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in blank verse proving the being of a God from the 
Works of Creation—Of a Philosophie Life,” ‘‘ Answer to 
the Objections against the Possibility of Apparitions,” 
“A Hymn on Afiliction,” &e., &e. 

From the very meagre notice given by Mr. Duncombe 
in the Preface we learn that Mr. Henry Needler was 
born at Horley in 1690, educated in a private school 
at Reygate, removed from thence in 1705, and in 1708 
obtained a small place in a publick office where he con- 
tinued the rest of his days. Meeting with a gentleman 
of tastes similar to his own, who furnished him with 
books, he devoted his leisure to reading the classics and 
studying Logic, Metaphysics and Mathematics, and ac- 
quired without a master very cousiderable acquaintance 
with these branches of knowledge. By his close appli- 
cation he contracted a violent pain in his head, which 
daily increased and at last affected his reason: this 
was followed by a fever which carried him off on 21st 
December, 1718, in the 29th year of his age. He was 
buried in the church of Frindsbury, near Rochester. 

In reading through his Familiar Letters we gather 
that he was a lover of the country and a country life; 
he speaks of the ‘pleasant prospects of shady groves 
‘Cand flowery meads in the country” as contrasted with 
the ‘narrow spectacle of the smutty walls and dirty 
pavement” of a populous city. “I had always a 
‘natural Inclination for the Country and Aversion to 
‘the Town ”—‘“ T'was there I first drew vital breath.” 

In another place he envies those who have oppor- 
tunities of visiting the neighbouring countries of 
France, Germany, Spain and Italy; he ‘ would 
“fain see ‘Turkey, Africa, and the East and West 
“Indies.” ‘I know you agree with me in my incli- 
‘nation for Travelling.” Writing from Portsmouth 
he complains, ‘‘ When I retire into my Chamber to 
“enjoy an Hour’s Conversation with them [7e., the 
“works of Horace and Sir Isaac Newton] my Ears are 
‘so violently assaulted from all Quarters with the cries 
“of children, with which the Street where I lodge 
“abounds, that I might study with almost as much 
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‘attention in a Belfry when the Bells are ringing: 
in a later letter he remarks, think your mae 
‘sions on our Modern Comedies very just. I always 
‘was of opinion that they tend to debauch Men’s Man- 
‘ners, and we find by experience that they who are 
‘‘most conversant in them, are seldom Persons of 

‘Exemplary Virtues.” 

The following observations show the scholar’s taste 
and disposition: ‘‘ Let me but enjoy my Friend and 
‘““‘my Books and the free use of my own Thoughts, in 
“some secret and obscure Recess, some Rural Retire- 

“ment, and the Ambitious may by me unenvied ascend 
‘the highest Pinnacles of Honour and Preferment. For 
“my part I have no Ambition but to be master of 
‘myself; nor am I so desirous to fill my Bags with 
“Gold, as to enrich my Mind with Knowledge and 
Virtue.” 

When we come to inquire into the origin of the 
Family we find that the Needlers were established at 
Horley certainly in the reign of Elizabeth, as in the 
Subsidy Roll of 1593 Henry Needler of Horley is 
assessed for yj" in lands at xxiv‘. 

The earliest Will of the name in the Registers of 
the Prerogative Court of Canterbury is that of a certain 
Simon Needler or Nedeler of Acton, co. Middx. which 
is dated 12 June 1567, proved 17 Oct. 1569, but there 
is nothing to show any connection between him and 
the family at Horley: of this branch there do not 


appear to be any testamentary records earlier than 
1613, when— 


Henry Neep_er of Holy Lands in Horley, gentleman, 
died there and was buried 6 Sept. 1613.” By his wife 
Ann he appears to have had :—

(P.C.C., 79 Capel), by oath of John Needler the son and 
Executor, he desires to be buried in the Parish Church of

“ wyfie best chamber in my dwelling-house provided that shee is to 
leave the bedsteed therein after her death and if it shall chance during 
her lyfe time to remove unto any other place to dwell shee is then to 
leave the aforesaid Bedstead and my son John to give her £3 in money 
for it—‘to my wyffe all my plate during her life and afterward to 
remayne to my sonne John’—to sonne Thomas £20 by the year 
issueing out of my landes at Croydon and Coppingham Parkers and 
fishes .. .. in Horley—to said sonne Thomas £100 after expiration 
of apprenticeship—to sonne Henry £20 by the vear out of my landes 
at Croydon and other lands called Coppingham Parker and flishes 
£100 after expiration of his apprenticeship provided he makes no 
challenge to my Coppiehold land in Isleworth but shall surrender his 
right to my sonne John at 21-—if he shall refuse then the foresaid 
Annuity to cease—to Mary my daughter 200 markes—to Alice my 
daughter 200 marks—to Sarah Needler Ann Whiston Henry Whiston

“ yssue to be tryed by nisi prius in the said Countye of Surry at which

against his Majestie and your said Orator.” ‘The petition concludes 
with an appeal to his * Lords shippe” for relhef against the alleged un- 
lawful Action. (Chancery Proceedings, Jas. 1, N. 4, no. 50.) 

On reference to Manning and Bray’s History, it appears that George 
Needham was presented to the vicarage in 1613, but what was the 
ultimate result of these proceedings is not known, as the writer was 
unable to discover any further records relating to the petition, and 
unfortunately, the Registers of Presentations are lost between 1616 


—1628 and 1643—1664.

Henry Neepier of St. Clement Danes, born in 
London but bapt. at Horley 23 Sept. 1685. As a 
young man he entered the Excise Office, and in March, 
1710 was appointed Accountant for the Candle Duty, 
and subsequently became Accountant-General of the 
Excise. He was a distinguished amateur violinist, 
his father being his earliest instructor and subsequently

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the younger John Banister, first violin of Drury Lane 
Theatre. He performed at the house of Thomas Britton, 
the musical small-coal man, and at weekly private con- 
certs in noblemen’s houses.'. Handel visited him in 
Clement’s Lane behind the Church in the Strand, and 
he was an active member of the Academy of Vocal Music. 
His portrait engraved by Grignion after Mathias is given 
in Hawkins’ J/istory of Music, 1776. He excelled in 
the interpretation of Corelli’s Concertos, and assisted in 
establishing the Academy of Ancient Music. 28 vols. 
of music copied by him are in the British Museum 
(Add. MSS. 5035—5062). He married Hester . 
late in life, and had no children.

I am indebted to Miss Middleton, the author of one 
of the three short biographies of the Needler Family 
in the Dictionary of National Biography, for a copy 
of the inscription to this Henry Needler, sent to. her 
in 1893 by the then Vicar ot Frindsbury, the late 
Rev. W. H. Jackson.

being Notes from the Register of the Rural Dean of the 
South-East District of Stoke, Surrey.

ie Register of the Rural Dean of the South-East 

District of Stoke is a carefully preserved volume, 
dating from the year 1829. It was begun by the Hon. 
and Rev. J. E. Boscawen, Rector of Wotton and Rural 
Dean. He wrote the following statement at the com- 
mencement :— 

“The Rural Deanery of 8.-E. District of Stoke (with 
part of Ewell Deanery) includes the following parishes 
—according to the Bishop of Winchester’s Commission 
directed, with the concurrence of the Archdeacon, to 
the Hon. and Rev. J. E. Boscawen, Rector of Wotton; 
Jan. 26, 1829 :— 

** Wotton in Stoke Deanery ; Abinger in ditto; Betch- 
worth in Ewell Deanery; *Great Bookham and Little 
Bookham in Stoke; *Buckland in Ewell; Dorking in 
Stoke; *Effingham ditto; *Fetcham ditto; *Headley 
in Ewell; *West Horsley in Stoke; *Leatherhead in 
Ewell; *Leigh in Stoke; Mickleham in Ewell; Newdi- 
gate in Stoke; *Ockham ditto; Ockley ditto; Shiere 
ditto; Walton-on-the-Hill in Ewell; Okewood Chapel 
in Stoke; Holmwood in Dorking; *Brockham in Betch- 
worth; Coldharbour in Capel; Capel; Westcot in 
Dorking.” 
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The title of this rural deanery was changed to “ The 
Rural Deanery of Dorking,” by Order of Council pub- 
lished in the London Gazette of May 7th, 1878. The 
churches named in the above list, marked with *, are 
not now included in the deanery. 

The rural deans who have signed this Register are :— 
1829, Rev. the Hon. J. E. Boscawen; 1851, Rev. J. 
Welstead Powell; 1886, Rev. E. D. Wickham; 1893, 
Rey. E. A. Chichester. 

The Registers of Rural Deans when well kept may be 
expected to furnish much valuable information as to 
alterations in the buildings of churches, which will be of 
great assistance in writing their histories, and may in 
some case save the writers falling into such errors as 
would, otherwise, be here and there almost inevitable. 
It is greatly to be desired that all records of rebuilding 
and alteration should be carefully preserved, along with all 
plans, sections and elevations. So far these, as a rule, have 
quickly been lost sight of and in many cases destroyed ; 
which is much to be regretted. With the increasing 
interest which the clergy are taking in the history of 
their churches, and with the timely supervision of rural 
deans, much it is hoped may be done to preserve correct 
records of parish church history. 

By the courtesy of the Rey. Canon E. A. Chichester the 
writer has been able to make the following extracts from 
the Register of the present Rural Deanery of Dorking. 

Only the old churches are included; it has been 
thought unnecessary to mention those of recent origin. 


ABINGER. 


1829.—Rev. H. J. Ridley, Rector. Pavement of brick in good con- 
dition, except that in the chancel a grave or vault appears to have 
given way. The font good, modern marble. Desk and pulpit 
good. Bells, three, in good order. 


Plate :—A flagon, chalice, paten, and plate for offerings, all 
of silver in very good preservation, the gift of the Countess of 
Donegal, 1736. Rectory in great part rebuilt by the present 
Rector. 


1830.—Good brick trench made round the church, 
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1835.—Rev. J. M. Dawson, Rector. 


1851.—School held in the vestry. The tombstone of Mr. Spooner, a 
benefactor of the parish, mended, and replaced on his grave. 


1852.—The path through the churchyard no longer a thoroughfare, 
Mr. Evelyn having allowed a path to be made in his field on the 
south side. The Rector has opened a window at the north end of 
the nave. 


1886.—In 1857, alterations effected at a cost of £4,500; and in 1880 
at a cost of £1,400. 


BETCHWORTH. 


1829.—Font modern, of mahogany. The wall of south chancel out of 
perpendicular, supported by buttresses. Three of the windows to 
the north closed by a building raised for a vestry but now used as 
a vault by the Bouverie family. 


Plate: Two silver flagons, a silver cup with cover forming a 
paten, all dated 1640. A large silver paten without date, and a 
smaller one, the gift of “J. K., vicar, 1783.” Registers commence 
about 1650, well kept. 


1830.—A sort of room has been boarded off as a pew, and in the vestry 


book is a resolution, that the parishioners in want of pews may 
build them at their own expense. 


1851.—The tower has been taken down and removed to the east end of 
the north aisle. The church has been repewed with oak, galleries 
removed, and several windows filled with stained glass. Steps of 
the Communion Table have been renewed. North wall of chancel 
out of perpendicular, but well buttressed. The building on the 
north side, formerly belonging to the Bouverie family, but now to 
Mr. Goulbourn, should be covered with ivy. 


GREAT BooKHAM. 


1829.—Walls bad, built of rubble. Mullions of windows in Slyfield 


chancel require attention. The lower parts of some of the 
windows are closed with plaister. 


Plate :—A silver flagon and paten: a silver cup and cover, 
both light for the use. A pewter plate for offerings. 


Glebe house very good. 
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1830.—The woodwork on which the steeple is supported should be 
underpinned. A pity the Slyfield chapel is not thrown open, it 
contains much room. 


Register begins 1632. 


LittLe Bookuam. 


1829.—Plate : A small silver chalice and cover requires a little repair. 
Two pewter patens, no flagon. 


1830.—New plate has been bought, partly by the parish, and partly by 
the Rector. 


(In pencil) 2 plates, paten, ewer and cup, silver. 


BucKLAND. 


1829.—Font bad, small, and moveable: old one intended to be restored. 
Vaults built as lean-to’s on north and south sides should be 
removed. 


Plate: A large silver flagon bought with oblations by Sim. 
Owen, S.T.B., 1720. <A silver paten, a gift of the same, 1724. 
A neat old silver cup. A silver plate for offerings given by 
Mr. Binn, 1731. Small handsome old silver candlesticks. Ex- 
cellent new glebe house. 


1830.—A “faculty” lean-to vault on the south side is a positive 
nuisance. 


1850.—A settlement at the N.-W. angle. Chest for alms ordered. 
1851.—Font restored. 


1855.—Communion plate remarkably handsome, it was presented by 
the late Rector, Rev. Thos. Halse, during whose incumbency 
the plate had been stolen. In addition to the usual articles, 
there is a pair of candlesticks. 


CAPEL. 


Not on the list of my commission as Rural Dean, being at the time 
of my appointment considered as donative exempt from Episcopal 
Jurisdiction. (Rev. E. J. Boscawen, R.D.) 


1849.—Visited with consent of the Incumbent—Rev. Mr. O’Flaherty, 
and Officers. There is no standing pot or stoup of metal for 
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wine. One more window in the chancel is to be opened. The 
flour bin, weights, &c., belonging to the Union Officers are to be 
removed from the vestry, and the vestry to be no more used by 
the Relieving Officers. 


1852.—Chancel rebuilt in excellent taste and a stained glass window 
inserted in the east wall ; the sides filled with oak seats in com- 
memoration of Mr. and Mrs. Broadwood of Lyne. Recommended 
removal of a table in the gallery used by the singing men. 


1857.—Repairing of the church much desired by some of the parish- 
ioners, which would allow of removal of west gallery and appro- 
priation of space underneath it. 


1886.—Since last report the church has been completely restored, under 
Mr. Woodyear, the architect, The spiral staircase to the belfry, 
the marble font given by the late Mr. Herrick, the pulpit given 
by subscription, are all worthy of special attention: as also the 
windows in the north aisle, remarkable for the cleverness with 
which a great effect has been secured for long low windows. An 
ancient frame for the pulpit hour-glass was found among rubbish. 
The Lych gate the gift of the Incumbent, Rev. T. R. O'Flaherty. 
(Recent entries :) Registers date from 1653. The hour-glass stand 
of iron formerly on the pulpit is now in the vestry. An old two- 
handled silver cup has been engraved by the Surrey Archeological 
Society. 


DORKING. 
1829.—Rev. G. Feacham, vicar. 


The Communion Table is inlaid with oil cloth ; the cloth was 
stolen some years ago. 


Plate: Two large silver flagons. One silver cup (another 
added in 1837), one silver paten, one silver dish or bowl for 
offerings; all good and well kept. The glebe house in an 
unsatisfactory condition, an exchange is now considered. 


1852.—Dorking Church rebuilt in 183(5) but in bad taste; there is 
very little accommodation for the poor. 


The vicarage house has been removed to a convenient site on 
the Guildford Road. 


1855.—The churchyard will be closed, a new cemetery having been 
provided. 


(In 1863, the whole church was pulled down and rebuilt as it now 
exists. At the former rebuilding the ancient chancel was allowed to 
remain: from existing representations it appears that the original 
church, ¢.e., prior to 1835, was cruciform, with a central tower, and 
was of Decorated and Perpendicular date and style.) 
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EFFINGHAM. 
1829.—Rev. W. Farley. 


Font antient, formed of chalk. 


Plate: A flagon, paten, and chalice, all of silver: the gift of 
Miles Stringer, Esq., 1829. 
The vicar’s cow is admitted to the churchyard, it being the 
only glebe. 


Note: The whole of this church, &c., is repaired, and parts rebuilt 
at considerable expense, in a manner highly creditable to the zeal 
and liberality of the churechwardens—especially of the above-named 
M. Stringer, Esq. 


1841.—A small old silver cup found. 


1843.—Buttress to south chancel unsound. 


FETCHAM. 
1829.—Rev. J. Bolland. 


The tower much covered with ivy, but no material injury 
done. Parts of some of the windows in the church stopped with 
plaister; they should be opened as the church is dark. Mullions 
of the windows in the chancel want repair. 


Plate :—A silver cup, a small silver paten, no vessel for un- 
consecrated wine, two pewter plates for offerings. 


Pigs and cattle admitted to the churchyard. Registers coms 
mence 1559. 


HEADLEY. 


1829.—Rev. L. Sneyd; Rev. C. Bukford. 
The walls good but very damp. Tower doubtful. 


Plate :—One silver cup and paten, good ; no flagon ; a wooden 
dish for offerings. 


Glebe house small, in very good repair. 


1830.—Rev. Ferdinand Faithful. 


There is no vestry. There has evidently at some time been 
a settlement in the tower; there is a gallery in the tower, and the 
ceiling should be raised, and the seats placed one above the other 
so that all can see the minister officiating ; but it is doubtful 
whether this can be done with safety. 
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1835.—Everything greatly improved. A small place for a vestry 
made ; gallery enlarged. The Rector’s pew was being covered 
with black cloth in consequence of the death of a lady in the 
parish, 


West Hors ey. 
1829.—Rev. C. Western. 


There are four bells, one has been cracked some years. There 
is a fund of £30 per ann. for repairs. 


Plate :—A large silver flagon, given by Edw. Nicholas, Knt., 
1667. <A silver cup and cover, 1634; all good. The Registers 
were much injured when the vestry was broken into some years 
ago. No cloth for communion table. 


1835.—Some brambles and an ash tree having taken root, between 
the S.-E. angle of the chancel and a tomb close to the wall, they 
should be rooted out or they will injure the wall. 


LEATHERHEAD. 
1829.—Rev. J. Dallaway. 
Plate :—A large handsome silver chalice, presented by the 


present vicar in 1818: one silver-gilt paten: one large silver- 
bound vessel for wine: one cow admitted to the churchyard. 


LEIGH. 


1829.—Rev. J. Hodgson, a schoolmaster resident in Reigate. The 
pews are old oak, and tolerably good. Three out of four windows 
in the chancel are plastered up. 


Plate :—A silver cup and paten, a pewter flagon out of 
repair is not used. There is no vestry, and one is much needed. 


1831.—The windows in the chancel have been opened. 


1835.—The chancel all in good repair, inside and out. The buttresses, 


and the outside of the mullions of the windows, are much dilapi- 
dated. 


1851.—The church wholly out of repair. The walls are merely held 
together by iron cramps in several places.

1855.—Restoration of church contemplated at a cost of £600: the 
parish agrees to raise half : the minister, the Rev. John Herbert, 
guarantees the other half. Proposed entire new seating of the 
church in oak: gallery to be thrown back into the tower: the 
wooden ceilings to be removed: a new pulpit, desk, and font : 
repair of the tower, and addition of a spire, in place of the 
present bell-cot. 


Renewal of almost all the stonework of the windows. On 
Dec. 11, the church was re-opened, the sermon being preached 
by the Bishop of Winchester, and about £30 was collected. 
The £600 has been very judiciously expended: the parish 
raised their share by a rate. Mr. Woodyear was the architect. 
The tower has been raised, and the bells hung within it: the 
new font is a copy of a previous one, the remains of which 
were found under the old one, which was only composed of 
plaister lined with lead. The flooring, the whole of the roofing, 
and most of the east wall are new: the wooden ceiling re- 
sembles the old one, except that the bosses which decorated 
the nave, are now placed exclusively in the chancel. The 
stonework of all the windows has been reworked: an east 
window of stained glass has been given by J. W. Freshfield, 
Esq. A vestry has been rebuilt on the south side of the 
chancel. The church now accomodates nearly three hundred. 


MIckLEHAM. 
1829.—Bells, three, one cracked. 


Plate: Two silver patens, one silver dish, one cup, and two 
chalices. 


Cows allowed in the churchyard. 
1830.—Reyv. A. Burmerster. Framing of bells requires attention. 
1835.—Church beautiful inside and out. 


1851.—There is a vestry in excellent repair, and much has been 
expended on it. The decorations are not all in very good taste, 
and it would have been better if some had been of a more 
substantial character, but great pains are taken. 


1886.—Since the above, much has been done; the chancel has been 
completely and beautifully restored by W. M. Praed, Esq., in 
1872. At the same time an organ and organ-chamber were 
provided by subscription. The south gallery contains six enclo- 
sures called pews, with lofty sides, and very little space above, 
under an unseemly lean-to roof: and the free seats behind them 
afford miserable accommodation for a few poor people. The large 
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projecting gallery to the west is not quite so bad; but it not 
only seriously injures the look of the church, but the convenience 
of the seats under. In them the poor can scarcely see or hear. 
The north gallery is not so encumbered with pews; but the free 
sittings are even worse than those opposite : they entirely defy the 
warning of S. James ii, 1—16. The same may be said of the 
sittings for the poor on the ground floor under this gallery. It is 
proposed to build a transept on the south side, but it would be 
better to build a new south aisle. Chureh plate very handsome 
and well kept. It dates from 1657 to 1802. 


A quarter of an acre has been added to the churehyard by the 
gift of Mr. Praed, and a handsome Lych gate has been given by 
T. H. Bryant, Esq., who has considerately renewed the inscrip- 
tions on the gravestones of the poor throughout the yard. 


1893.—The church has been restored at a cost of £3,374: 14s. Od. 
The galleries have been removed, except one in the tower, which 
has been retained. The seats down one side of the aisle have 
been appropriated, but all the others are free. 


NEWDIGATE. 


1829.—Rev. — Trimmer, Rector. 
Tower, wood and shingle, good. Communion Table and rails 
very plain and humble, but in good repair. 


Plate: A silver cup, and cover forming a paten (small). 
Pewter plates for offerings. 


Glebe house in bad condition. 


There is a Curate. Old Register commences about 1650. 
There is no vestry. 


1835.—The weather boarding on south and west of the tower, and the 
shingled spire require repair: as also the outer porch door. The 
east end of the chancel should be under-pinned. The furniture of 
the altar is of the meanest description. The parish is wretchedly 
poor. 


1848.—A silver bow] for alms, not produced in 1829. 


1852.—Rector, the Hon. and Rev. Arthur Sugden. 


Recommended the removal of a much-curtained singing place 
in the gallery. 


1857.—The singing pew not removed. The church is colour-washed, 
an unseemly red. Curate, Rev. Samuel Mayhew. The wet gets 
into the spire among the very curious framework : ordered to be 
covered. A school is held in the vestry. 
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1886.—The old church is much dilapidated and too small; it was 
restored and enlarged in 1876-77 at a cost of £2,100, great 
care being taken to preserve the characteristics of the ancient 
edifice. Some fresco work which had been discovered and brought 
to light by Rev. S. Mayhew, was destroyed. There is an 
effective stained glass window in the new north aisle, it was given 
by A. Powell, Esq. of Milton Court. The old flagon and old cover 
are worthy of notice: but a modern inscription thereon, “ Newdi- 
gate Rectory,” is to be regretted. The Rectory was rebuilt in 
1880, at a cost of £2,200, in place of the almost ruinous house. - 
Incumbent, Rev. L. 8S. Kennedy. 


1890,—-The pulpit is in a dark corner and requires light. 


1893.—One of the bells is useless through the support in the belfry 
having given way. The plate has been supplemented by a 
handsome solid silver set, presented by Farnell Watson, Esq., of 
Henfold. 


OakKwoop. 


1829.—Rev. T. R. Malthus. No font, a common earthenware wash- 
ing basin used, placed on the Communion Table. Bell good. The 
whole endowment available for repairs if necessary. 
Plate: a flagon, cup, paten, and plate, all pewter. No glebe 
house. 


1835.—Chapel completely repaired last year. The Chapel is a “Chapel 
of ease” to Wotton and Abinger, in Wotton parish, but distant 
from the parish church 8 or 9 miles ; separately and well endowed, 
and independant of the Rector; it is stated not to have been so 
formerly. The Rector is only Trustee ex officio, with the Rector 
of Abinger, and others. 


1852.—The Chapel has been thoroughly repaired, and new pewed out 
of the endowment fund (its income left for the purpose). A font 
has been provided. It is intended to set up the “Commandments” 
afresh. Recommended the plating of the Communion vessels, 
which are good in form. 


1855.—A little decay in the woodwork of the seats against the south 
wall. 


1886.—Since 1855 this Church has been much enlarged! by a new 
north aisle, and the whole is in substantial condition. This was 
accomplished at a cost of over £2,000, during the time of the late 
Vicar, Rev. E. A. Chichester. The plate now consists of silver 
vessels. The churchyard requires immediate enlargement.

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OckHAM. 
1829.—Rev. C. Western, Rector. Walls, old and rough ; the tower, 
like the walls, old and rough, covered with ivy. 
Five bells, one cracked. Mullions of windows want repair. 


Plate: A large and handsome silver-gilt cup, with cover 


forming a paten; the gift of T. Barker (xo date). A pewter 
plate for offerings. 


1832.—Rev. C. Farley, Curate. There is no vestry. The east 
Ys y 
window of chancel, curious and beautiful, has been restored. 


OcKLEY. 
1829.—Rey. J. Cook, Incumbent. 


Plate :—A silver cup: a silver paten, 1716, good. A small 
thin silver cover for chalice forming a plate for offerings. 


1830.—East end of chancel has been rebuilt. There is no vestry. 


1832.—F ramework of the bells fallen. 


1849.—No standing pot or stoup of metal for the wine according to 
Canon 20. The windows are being restored by the parishioners. 
There is a settlement in the tower at the west end, and there are 
cracks in it showing more or less according to the dryness or 
dampness of the season. They are irremediable, owing to the 
soil: they must be watched. 


1853.—A flagon has been provided. The churchyard fence is repaired 
by the holders of land in the parish, each his own portion, Well 
done, but it appears a very awkward arrangement. 


1886.—The buttresses of the tower have been effectively underpinned. 
A north aisle added and church restored 1872-3, by Col. Calvert. 
A somewhat serious subsidence of the wall at the west end of north 
aisle, and cracks in the wall of the vestry at the east end, appear 
to show that the whole wall is affected. 


SHERE. 
1829.—Reyv. T. Duncombe. 


Font very ancient and good. Bells, good, but not the framing 
for ringing. One window in the chancel is stopped up. Commu- 
nion Table good, but there are no rails, the chancel is separated 
from the body of the church by a partition. 
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Plate :—A silver cup and cover, a pewter flagon, and plate 
for offerings. 


Registers in good order, but the present Rector’s writing is 
not very legible. 


1830.—There is no vestry. The chancel wall is injured by shrubs 
growing over a large tomb outside. There is a fund of £1: 1s. Od. 
per annum for keeping this in repair, but it is not done. The tomb 
belongs to the Shallots, I believe, now represented by Mr. Lomax. 


1835.—The ivy on the north-east and south-east buttresses of the 
chaneel is doing harm. 


1852.—The spire has been repaired. The Rectory house has been re- 
built further from the water and enlarged. 


1856.—Recommended that the lead lining of the font should be 
removed. Communion plate poor, chalice only of silver. The 
churehyard is crowded. The pews are in a disgraceful condition. 


1886.—Internally all in good order. The plaister on the outside of the 
west front is in bad condition. The beautiful south-west Norman 
door deserves a better porch. The very ancient chest in this porch 
should be better cared for: the contents should be examined and 
ancient documents sorted, which with the registers are of great 
Archeological value. The six bells have lately been put in good 
repair, at a cost of £60. Some dilapidated steps to a gallery 
on the north side should be removed, as no longer of use. The 
churchyard was considerably enlarged in 1864. 


WALTON-ON-THE-HILL. 


1829.—Font, lead, very old. Pews good, not painted. The walls of 
the body of the church have lately been rebuilt, and are hollow, 
and therefore dry. Half of the east window of the chancel bricked 
up three years ago; also two large ones on the south ; two large 
and one small on the north side also bricked up. 
Plate :—A silver cup, old and good; a plated flagon, and 
two plated patens for bread and offerings. 


Registers now well kept under present Rector; previously 
much neglected and mutilated. 


1830.—Rev. A. Hawthorn, Curate. 
There is no vestry. Ceiling of chancel wants repair. 
1835.—Rev. Dr. Welsh, Curate. 


Half of the east window of the chancel is closed by the 
Table of Commandments ; other windows still closed. 
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Wotton. 
1829.— 


Plate :—There are a large silver flagon, the gift of — Evelyn ; 
a silver cup and paten ; a pewter plate for offerings. 


1830.—There is no vestry-room, one is much wanted. A silver plate 
in addition to that reported last year, the gift of Lee Steare 
Steare, Esq. 


1831.—New velvet cushion and cloth for desk and pulpit, the gift of 
the same. 


1833.—Chancel windows glazed throughout. 


1835.—Some little repair required in roof of tower. The parsonage, 
barns, and outbuildings were completely repaired last year, at a 
cost of over £100, exclusive of a large quantity of timber bought, 
and in addition to what was cut from the glebe for the purpose. 


1853-4.—The church new seated with oak (except the seats in the 
patron’s chancel); a new pulpit, desk, and Communion Table ; 
now therefore internally in good condition. 


1855.—Many slates fallen from roof of tower. Removal of gallery 
into the tower is projected. A new font is much wanted; the 
present one of brick and plaister is mean and unsightly. A 
painted east window recommended. Outside, the church shows 
much neglect. 


1886.—The church was restored in 1858 by Mr. Evelyn, at a cost of 
£1,700. Registers safely kept in an iron safe provided by Mr. 
Evelyn. The churchyard has been enlarged ; it is carefully kept. 
Still some earth above floor level on south side (it had been 4 feet 
above floor level on the north side). Rectory house rebuilt by the 
late Rector, Rev. E. B. Evelyn, in 1863, at a cost of £2,300. 


1890.—The Archdeacon recommended immediate removal of the ivy, 
which had penetrated the roof in several places. 


1895.—Ivy as before. Bells and belfry made safe about two years ago 
by the patron. 


1905.—One or two trees cut down in the churchyard ; the wood used 
by the Rector.

SOME PREHISTORIC AND SAXON ANTIQUI- 
TIES FOUND IN THE NEIGHBOURHOOD 
OF WEYBRIDGE.

Bronze AGE. 


\ ENTION has already been made in these Collections' 

of the Bronze Age cemetery at Oatlands. Recent 
inquiries have shown it to be of greater extent and im- 
portance than was at first realized. It lies on the north 
side of the London and South Western Railway, between 
the two bridges that cross the line between Walton and 
Weybridge Stations, and it extends back from the line 
for two or three hundred yards. It has never been 
systematically excavated, but at least 50 hand-made 
cinerary urns of the Bronze Age have been found there 
during the last 20 years, and have either been destroyed 
or have passed out of the district. One bucket-shaped 
urn has already been figured in these Collections,’ and 
I have a large fragment of a similar one found in 1893 
which has not been previously reported. It is made 
of coarse clay, a little more than half-an-inch thick in 
places, but the thickness varies, and a quantity of coarse 
flint grit has been added to assist the firing. It has been 
shaped entirely by hand, and has been well baked before 
an open fire. 

A restored cinerary urn and part of another, both 
from Oatlands, are shown in Plate I. They were in 
small pieces when they came into my possession, but

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they have been most skilfully repaired by Mr. Young, 
of the Ashmolean Museum, Oxford. They are more 
carefully made, and are of much better workmanship 
than those just described. The more perfect specimen 
is made of a fine-grained clay ; in. thick and contains 
very little added “rit ; it is apparently hand made, 
and has been well baked i in an open fire, but hot ashes 
have been placed inside to assist the firing. The deco- 
ration, which is confined to the rim, consists of a pattern 
made by twisted grass stems pressed into the wet clay 
before baking. It contained a quantity of calcined 
chips of bone, many of which could be identified as 
human. 

Other Bronze Age remains are shown in Plate II. The 
broken palstave (Fig. 1) was found in the River Wey 
near Weybridge, but I have been unable to ascertain 
the exact place. It bears a close resemblance to the 
other palstave (Fig. 2) found at Island Barn Farm, on 
the island which is formed by the diverging channels 
of the River Mole as it enters the Thames. 

The socketed celt (Fig. 3) came from the bed of the 
River Wey, immediately below the Wey Bridge, where 
so many other implements have been found.’ It is 
ornamented on each face by two straight lines which 
terminate in a small dot surrounded by a circle: socketed 
celts decorated with a similar pattern have been found at 
Kingston-on-Thames.” 

It is probably correct to include in the list of Bronze 
Age implements, the large greenstone celt (Fig. +) found 
in the bed of the Thames below Walton Bridge. Imple- 
ments made of this stone (Ophitic diabuse), which is 
quarried in Cornwall and South Wales, must have been 
imported into Surrey, and probably formed an important 
article of commerce at one time. It would be interesting 
to collect information as to the distribution of other 
greenstone implements in the county, and to try and

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ascertain the route by which they entered it. One would 
rather expect—if they came from Cornwall—to find them 
along the North Downs, and in the valleys of the Wey 
and the Mole; but at present this is only a matter of 
surmise. 

Romano-Brittso ReMaArns. 

There is an interesting sequel to the discovery of the 
three Romano-British urns, made by our member “Mr. 
Howard at Wisley, and reported in these Collections.’ 
If the lane which runs from Wisley Church to the Ports- 
mouth Road be followed, it will ‘be noticed that, after 
crossing the bridge which spans the River Wey, it winds 
to the left and then turns sharply to the right. Just at 
this turn, on the right-hand side of the lane, is a high 
bank, through which a carriage drive has been cut to a 
new house. The urns were found on the left of the 
drive a little distance from the gate. In September 
1911 Mr. Howard found the sites of four fires, which 
had evidently been funeral pyres: three were on the 
right of the drive and one on the left, and those on the 
right were the better preserved. The fires had evidently 
been lighted in trenches 8 ft. long and 4 ft. wide placed 
side by side with their long axes parallel. They con- 
tained several barrowloads of charcoal, mixed with 
numerous fragments of burnt human bone, similar to 
what was found in the largest urn. The only implement 
discovered was a flint flake, which was lying on the 
charcoal, but as it was not ‘discoloured by fire it had 
either been thrown there when the ashes were cold, or, 
more probably, had fallen there by chance. The sides 
of the trenches were burnt hard and red, and in one 
there was another layer of charcoal beneath the burnt 
floor. 

In a field north-east of Wisley Church, close to the 
River Wey, a quantity of soil has recently been removed 
in connection with sewage disposal works. A very com- 
plete kiln containing some broken pottery was found— 
and destroyed. Mr. Howard only arrived on the scene 

1S. A. C., Vol. XXIV, p. 53, where they are, in error, assigned to 
the lst century B.c. instead of the Ist century a.p. 
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in time to secure some lumps of burnt clay, which appear 
to be part of the perforated base of the kiln. None of 
the pottery that was in the kiln could be recovered, as it 
had all been buried under a bank of earth, but some frag- 
ments that were picked up close by, proved to be Romano- 
British ware, and like many of the specimens found at 
Leigh Hill, Cobham,’ they may probably be assigned to 
the Ist century of the present era. Near the kiln were 
several sites not quite so definite, but probably of the 
same nature as those just described. They had once 
been shallow trenches in which fires had been lighted, 
as was shown by the burnt soil and fragments of char- 
coal, and in one I found some burnt bones, but it was 
not possible to identify them as human. Some flint 
flakes were found scattered over the field and some were 
mixed with the charcoal, but I think this association was 
fortuitous. 

The dug-out canoe, which has already been reported,’ 
was found in the bed of the Wey about 200 yards below 
this field: an illustration of it is given in Plate ILI. 
Owing to the absence of any associated objects it is 
not possible to date this boat with any accuracy; but 
its position near so many Romano-British remains is 
certainly significant. 

Major Travers, a former resident of Weybridge, 
reminds me that some twenty years ago a dug-out canoe 
was found in the roadway opposite Dorney House, at 
the bottom of Thames Street, Weybridge, just where the 
old stream of the Wey enters the Thames. In this case 
some pottery, roughly made and imperfectly fired, was 
found with it; but up to the present I have been unable 
to trace it. Yet another canoe of this class was found in 
the Thames at Kingston, and was exhibited for some 
time in the garden of a cottage, but all trace of it has 
now disappeared. 

Our member Mr. Tarrant is to be congratulated on 


finding the remarkably fine paddle (Plate IV, Fig. 1) a

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little higher up the Wey Valley in a meadow at Send. 
It is in excellent preservation and is undoubtedly a 
paddle of one of the ancient canoes of this part of 
Surrey. 

The other specimens on Plate IV were all found by 
Mr. Tarrant. Figure + is a fragment of a large urn 
(16 inches high and 11 inches across the rim) which 
unfortunately fell to pieces as it was being removed. 
It was found on the Hockering Estate, near Old 
Woking, and is one of the large Romano-British ves- 
sels used in the Ist century a.p. for storing grain. 
A similar urn was found at Leigh Hill, Cobham,' and 
I have just received part of another that was discovered 
at Coldharbour near Pyrford. The quern (Fig. 2) was 
found with Mr. Tarrant’s urn, but the upper part is 
missing, and the fragment of the small vessel (Fig. 3) 
was in close association. 


DANIsH AND Saxon WEAPONS. 


The Danish battle axe (Plate II, Fig. 5) may have 
belonged to a member of one of the marauding bands 
of Danes which sacked Chertsey Abbey at the end of 
the 9th century. It was dredged up from the River 
Wey in the reach below the Wey Bridge, and the small 
iron spear head (Fig. 6) was found close by. When it 
was hafted it must have been a most formidable weapon, 
for the top edge has been ground, so that an effective 
thrust could be delivered as well as the usual cutting 
stroke. It will be noticed that the upper half of the 
blade (to the left in the illustration) has been ground 
away so that it is half-an-inch shorter than the lower. 
There are two similar but much smaller axes in the 
Reading Museum, and Mr. 'T. W. Colyer writes that 
one was found near the site of the battle of Ashdown, 
and the other at Ashworth, near Ashdown; a third speci- 
men, with a Saxon spear head, came from the Kennet. 
This type of axe must have been in general use for

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other than warlike purposes, for a modification of it, 
with a short handle, is to be seen in the hands of a 
shipwright in the Bayeux Tapestry, under the heading 
“ Hie Willelm Dux Jussit naves edificare.” 

The Saxon scramasax, 37 in. long (Plate II, Fig. 7), 
was dredged from the bed of the Thames near Halli- 
ford. Its general shape can be seen from the illustration, 
but the wide groove which runs parallel to the thick 
back of the blade, from the guard to the angle where it 
begins to taper toa point is not very distinct. On one 
face a pattern of wavy lines, once filled with brass or 
silver wire hammered into the metal, can still be traced 
running the whole length of the blade. Mr. Reginald 
Smith says that these swords were common in London 
before the Norman Conquest but scarce elsewhere ; one 
was found with coins of /£thelred IL (978-1016), 
and another, 283 in. long, has on one face the Runic 
alphabet. 

Saxon remains have often been discovered at Shep- 
perton, and a series of Saxon tumuli formerly stood on 
the left-hand side of the approach to Walton Bridge, 
on the Surrey side of the ‘Thames.° 

In the last volume of these Collec/ions and in the 
present article, a description has been given of most of 
the prehistoric antiquities that have come to my notice 
from the neighbourhood of Weybridge. It w ill be seen 
that in Weybridge itself many of the remains belong 
to the Bronze Age, while the numerous relies of the 
Romano-British period that have been found in the 
lower Wey Valley afford some ground for assuming 
that a considerable community must have been living 
along the banks of the Wey nineteen centuries ago. 1 
think it is a true observation that most of the relies of 

early man found in Surrey have been discovered on sites 

easily accessible from its natural highways—the great 
ridge of the North Downs with its outlyi ing spurs, and 
the Thames with its three tributaries, the ‘Wandle, the 
Mole, and the Wey.

“finds” which have not been reported in the various 
archeological publications, together with a description 
of the exact place where they were discovered. When 
this work has been done, we shall have a clearer idea 
not only of the nature of the prehistoric remains of 
our county, but also of their distribution, and possibly 
we shall then be in a position to discuss the difficult 
problem, ‘*‘ Who were the various peoples who lived in 
Surrey in ancient times?” and ‘ Whence did they 
come ?”

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THE BATTLE OF OCKLEY, a.p. 852. 


T has always been taken for granted that this great 
defeat of the Danes by Ethelwulf took place at 
Ockley, below Leith Hill. Very likely it was so, but 
I venture to suggest for those interested a possible 
theory of another place. I may say that I am by no 
means prepared to assert positively the usual view to 
be mistaken, but the evidence for and against is worth 
consideration. The Anglo-Saxon Chronicle says that 
the battle was at Ac/ea, and in Surrey. Asser says 
that it was at Aclea, which he explains ‘iz campanulo 
quercus.” Ethelwerd says that it was durla silvam quae 
Aclea nuncupatur. Florence of Worcester, Simeon of 
Durham, Henry of Huntingdon, copy one or more 
of these accounts, but give no further guidance as to 
the exact place. They all say or imply that it was in 
Surrey. There was an <Ac/ew where an ecclesiastical 
Synod was held in the eighth century which probably 
was another place in the north of England. Further- 
more, there has been for a hundred years at least a local 
tradition in Ockley parish that the battle was there. 
Ancient sepulchral remains of bodies, which might be 
the bodies of the slain on the victorious side, were found 
in 1882 between Ockley Village and Leith Hill, but 
were not scientifically recorded at the time. Lastly 
Leland, I believe for the first time, distinctly places 
the battle at this village of Ockley. The Roman road 
through Ockley offers a basis for a scientific explanation 
of the possible presence of the contending armies on 
this spot, and the identification has been accepted ever 
since. I submit, however, that the local tradition is 
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incapable of verification beyond a recent date. If an 
antiquary once fixed the battle in Ockley parish, the 
inhabitants, if they heard the story, would gladly annex 
the claim to local distinction, and hand it on. More- 
over, it is not certain that the Anglo-Saxon name of 
Ockley was Acleu, which Asser correctly translates 
as the Oak-lea. The Domesday form is Hoclei, and 
Okeley, Occle, Okeleigh, and so on, are later Medizval 
forms. I should have expected Aclei in Domesday as 
the spelling, as Acstede for Oxted, had the English 
been Aclea. Hard by is Okewood, which, in spite of 
the modern spelling Oakwood and of the number of 
oak trees about, so common that a name from them 
would not be distinctive, is almost certainly named 
from the little river Oke or Ock, which comes from 
Ockley Green. This is an ancient name for a stream, 
there are a dozen in England, and it is possible that 
Ockley is the meadow by the Oke river, as Okewood 
was the wood by it. The 13th century Oke bridge 
over the river testifies to its name being ancient. The 
derivations of Okewood and of Ockley do not neces- 
sarily stand or fall together, but if Ockley is not Aclea 
it is not the site of the battle. 

If it were not fought here, where was the battle 
fought? It was in Surrey. In Merstham parish is a 
hamlet called Ockley, and a wood called Ockley Wood. 
In the same parish of Merstham now, not far distant, 
is a place called Battle Bridge. It used to be in 
Gatton, but was transferred lately to Merstham. Here 
Manning and Bray (II, 227) say that there was 
traditionally a great slaughter of the Danes. The 
antiquity of the tradition cannot be proved, and the 
name Battle has not descended from 852 A.v., for 
people did not talk French then. Moreover, Man- 
ning and Bray give an alternative name, Batley 
Bridge, and the corruption of this name may have 
originated the story. Still, there is the tradition, for 
as little as it is worth. These same authors refer 
also to a story that Timberham Bridge in Charlwood 
used to be called Kill-man-bridge, and that it, and 
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Slaughterwyck and Slaughterford in Leigh, were all 
named from a slaughter of the Danes. ‘There seems 
to be no documentary evidence for the extremely im- 
probable name, Kill-man-bridge (V. C. H. Surrey, III, 
183), but here are the stories of a somewhat scattered 
slaughter of Danes, not many miles from Ockley Wood 
in Merstham. But all these places, south-west and 
south of Ockley Wood, do not seem to lie in the right 
direction for the flight of an enemy who had come 
from the neighbourhood of London, and whose con- 
querors had probably come from the south coast or 
from Winchester. ‘There were however roads in this 
neighbourhood by which the armies might have been 
operating. The west and east track, known now as 
the Pilgrims’ Way, ran by Gatton Park and Merstham 
near Ockley Wood, and there was probably a north 
and south road. Gatwick, Reigate, Gatton, and Gate- 
wick Heath now enclosed upon the existing road in 
Chipsted, are very suggestive of a ‘*Gate” from 
Anstey Cross, ¢. e., the High Way Cross, in Sussex, 
and of course from the coast, towards the Thames 
Valley. 1 do not, as I said before, consider that the 
prettiest Village Green in Surrey is necessarily to be 
deprived of its traditional glory as a great battlefield ; 
but is there not a case for argument in favour of 
Ockley Wood, Merstham, being the wood ‘ quae Aclea 
nuncupatur”? 2? But as an assailer of sacred traditions 
I will only subscribe myself at present 
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CAST LEAD PUMP HEAD, 1772. 


Wimbledon and Merton.

WIMBLEDON AND MERTON. 


Three or four years ago Ashford House, High Street, Wimbledon, 
an old red brick house, was reconstructed, and in the process some 
gate pier caps and balls were discarded. These relics are not, 
however, lost to the neighbourhood, as Mr. Walter E. Hewitt, 
A.R.I.B.A., with commendable zeal, has re-used them in the gateway 
of a modern house close by, Winsford, Murray Road. They are not 
square, but measure four and a-half inches more one way than the 
other. He thinks they date from about 1772, as a fine cast lead 
pump-head (shown in the annexed plate) with that date on it was 
taken out at the same time. This is now in Mr. Hewitt’s possession. 
Another relic, the door and pilasters of Merton Abbey House, have 
been similarly preserved at Stonecourt, Murray Road, a new hood 
and brackets having been added. It is likely that Nelson passed 
through this door many times. The John Evelyn Society of 
Wimbledon has photographs of all these features in its collections.

ON A SKULL FOUND ON MERROW DOWN. 


I think that attention should be called to a skull of peculiar interest 
in the Society’s Museum at Guildford. It was found on Merrow Down, 
in 1901, by Mr. Walter Blake, of The Hare Warren, Merrow, and 
near it was an iron spear head. The spear head—also in the Society’s 
Collection—is Roman, and Professor Arthur Keith, Curator of the 
Museum of the Royal College of Surgeons, tells me that the skull is 
British, and evidently belonged to a member of one of the tribes 
contemporary with the Roman occupation. 

Transversely across the vertex of the skull is a sword-eut 2} inches 
long, which passes right through the bone (see Plate). At first sight 
the cause of death appeared obvious, but on further investigation 
it was seen that the wound was quite old. It was formerly longer 
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and wider, and I think that at death it may have been almost, if not 
quite, closed ; but only-by a very thin plate of bone which has since been 
broken through. Viewed from the inside, the inner table of the skull 
—the part next the brain—shows a very different appearance, a large 
area of injured bone has been absorbed, leaving a great cavity, and 
new bone has been laid down in the process of repair. 

In spite of the absence of surgical knowledge at the date when this 
wound was received, the unfortunate man survived his injury, certainly 
for many years, and probably suffered little if any inconvenience from 
it; and the spear head found near him (see the following Note) is 
some evidence that he was strong enough to perform his duties as 


a soldier in a Roman legion. Eric GARDNER

SPEAR AND LANCE HEADS, AND A QUERN, NOW IN 
THE GUILDFORD MUSEUM. 


The first spear head in the accompanying plate has been mentioned 
by Dr. Gardner in the preceding note. 

No. 2 is a lance head which closely resembles a specimen from 
Long Wittenham, now in the British Museum. It dates from the 
5th century, a.p. (early Anglo-Saxon). The socket has been split, a 
common feature at that period, whereas British and Roman sockets are 
nearly always entire. This specimen was dug out of the moat round 
the wood at Woking Park Farm in 1904, It is 4 inches long. 

No. 3 appears to be of the early Iron Age, to judge from its sharp 
ridge ; but unfortunately the socket is missing. It was found in 1901 
by Mr. Walter Blake, on Merrow Downs, near a field called Copthorne, 
where two old track-ways meet. No. 1 was also found there with the 
skull already described ; but not near enough, so Mr. A. H. Bowles 
informs me, to point to any connection between the two weapons. 
The spear is 12 inches long. 

Mr. A. H. Bowles has also presented a fine quern found in the 
sandpit at Burpham, Guildford, and over 100 coins and tokens. The 
majority have been labelled and can now be seen in the Museum.

THE CHURCHYARD AT KINGSTON-UPON-THAMES 
IN 1637.

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VINE GROWING IN SURREY. 


Prior et conventus de Meretuna, xl. mareas super vineam in Sudtuna 
in Surrea. 


(The Prior and Convent of Merton 40 marks upon [the security of] 
their vineyard in Sutton, Surrey.) 


The above is an entry on a roll of debts belonging to the early part 
of Henry II’s reign.! Jt is of interest since it proves that vines were 
grown at that period in Surrey. In his [History of the Wine Trade, 
M. Simon speaks of the fact that “vines could be grown, and were 
actually grown in several parts of England, in the North, in the 
Midlands, in East Anglia and in the South, by religious houses.” 
(Vol. I, ch. 1, p. 9.) He does not, however, mention any references to 
vine growing in the time of Henry II beyond those found on the 
Pipe Rolls in connection with the Royal vineyards of Windsor, Purley, 


Stoke and so forth. 


HENRY VIII AND WALTON. 


There has been a certain amount of doubt in printed translations of 
Henry VIII's letters to Anne Boleyn, and in some peoples’ minds, as 
to whether Henry wrote Waltham or Walton in the letter numbered III 
in the MS. volume containing these letters in the Vatican Library. I 
give herewith an exact transcription of it; as I referred to it in 
my paper on Walton Manor, it may be worth inclusion in Surrey 
Archeological Collections. 

These letters are written on sheets of thick paper, about the ordinary 
quarto size, now very yellow and rather rotten with age: and on one 
side. They are bound up in a red moroeco volume barely the width of 
the paper, so the outside edge is sometimes worn away. In other cases, 
as in that of the line containing Waltham, Henry wrote right up to the 
edge of the paper and then had to crowd his letters or put the rest of 
the letter above. He seems to have written Walthan not Waltham. 
The edge of the paper at lines 17 and 20 is missing, so the two words 
are completed in brackets. The book also contains inaccurate copies 
of the letters as written and translations of them into Italian. 

It is interesting to note that Henry evidently could speak French 
well but could not write it, as many of the words are clear if read 
aloud, but not if only looked at.

INSCRIPTIONS ON THE BEAMS OF A BARN AT 
EFFINGHAM. 

About a mile to the south-west of the village of Effingham, in one of 
the shallow undulations of the chalk uplands, stands a small farmhouse 
with a large barn, cowsheds, and other outhouses adjoining. It is 
known as Warren Farm and is part of Lord Lovelace’s property, the 
buildings being constructed of flint with red brick dressings, like nearly 
every other farm and cottage on the estate; over which a great wave 
of reconstruction swept during the lifetime of the father of the present 
Earl. The barn, however, was not rebuilt, and when one enters it any 
doubt as to its age vanishes in the presence of the date, June 15, 1742, 
prominently carved on each of the four brackets which support the 
two central tie beams. On each of these brackets, besides the date, 
appears a name as follows :— 


. G. MONK JUNE y* 15 1742

That these four men were the builders of the barn seems obvious, 
although that fact is not definitely stated. On one of the four posts 
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from which the brackets spring—the one to the south-west—further 
names are carved—

JUNE YE 15 1742 
J for T] TICKNER FARMER 1742 
R BEAVERS [roughly and weakly incised). 


The barn is 57 ft. long by about 50 ft. 6 in. wide, with a bay 
in the centre of the south side 13 ft. 6 in. wide, and projecting 10 ft. 
6 in, and is roofed with slate now much blotehed with orange lichen, 

The parish registers of Effingham show that during the first half of 
the 18th century there were families of the name of Monk, Chippen, 
and Maseall in the village. So that the barn may be regarded as the 
production of Surrey villagers, whose pride in their work revealed 
itself in these admirably incised names and dates of which examples 
are given in the accompanying illustrations reproduced from rubbings. 
Something of the character of the barn itself may be seen from the

SURREY BRIDGES IN THE TIME OF QUEEN ELIZABETH. 


For the following transcript the Society is once more indebted to the 
Loseley Manuscripts and the kindness of their owners. 

Matter relating to bridges at this time is not common, and our 
document is interesting as giving the names of land-holders on each 
side (North and South, marked in the margin). 

From the notes on the backs of the various sheets or slips composing 
the original, we gather (1) that it may be assigned to the year 1565 ; 
(2) that it is some kind of a copy or draft of proceedings before, or 
information drawn up for, the Commissioners of Sewers; but no 
further trace of the matter can be found in the documents of that 
class at the Public Record Office. 

At any rate, it is clear that it was compiled for a legal purpose, and 
the information, so far as it goes, is valuable.
